C. E. Wilson to Head 4Man Or- 
ganization That Will Replace 
WPB Division. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP).— 
The entire aircraft production high 
command shortly will be reorgan- 
ized under Charles E. Wilson, vice- 


chairman of the War Production 
Board, an informed government of- 
ficial disclosed today. 

A new four-man aircraft board 
will be created with Wilson, presi- 
dent of General Electric Co., as 
chairman and with representation 
from the Army, Navy and WPB.

WASHINGTON, Nov..14 (AP).— 
Capt. Eddie Rickenbacker, the man 
who always comes back, has done 
it again—rescued by. a Navy Cata- 
lina flying boat after three peri- 
lous weeks adrift in a tiny rubber 
raft on the broad expanse of the 
South Pacific, 

The Navy announced the rescue 


today, adding that all seven of the 
airmen who, with Rickenbacker, 
were forced down by an empty gas 
tank Oct. 21; had now been ac- 
counted for. But one, Sergt. Alex- 
ander Kaczmarczyk, died on the 
raft and was buried at sea. 

With the celebrated World War 
flying ace on.the raft were Col. 
Hans C. Adamson and Pvt, John 
F. Bartek. It was they who buried 
Kaczmarczyk after he died of ex- 
posure and hardship. 

Three Found on Island. 

Three more of the Rickenbacker 
party—Lieut. James C, Whitaker, 
Lieut. John J. DeAngelis and Staff 
Sergt, James Reynolds, were found 
on a small island in the South 
Pacific, The rescue at sea of Capt.

Rickenbacker, 52 years old, was 
reported in good condition, as was 
Col. Adamson.

The condition of the men found 
on the island was not reported im- 
mediately. A naval medical officer 
was flown to their aid at once and 
all will be returned to ° specific 
naval base. 

Rickenbacker, an adviser to Sec- 
retary of War Stimson, was en 
route to the South Pacific war 
zone from Hawaii to make a sur- 
vey of air force activities there. 
On Oct, 21 he reported by radio 
that the plane had scarcely enough 
gasoline left for an hour's flying. 
Then silence. 

Search Renewed, 

A thorough, but fruitless search 
was made. Many gave up hope. 
These, however, did not include 
Stimson, who said Rickenbacker 
was “exempt from ordinary rules.” 
Finally, hope revived with the res- 
cue of Capt. Cherry. The search 
was renewed and intensified at 
once. Rickenbacker’s group on 
the raft and those on the island 
were apparently found soon after- 
ward. 

The Navy announcement said: 

“The rescue of all the surviving 
members of Capt. Rickenbacker’s 
plane, which was forced down after 
reporting less than one hour’s sup- 
ply of gasoline on Oct. 21, was 
accomplished after a search of a 
wide area of the Pacific by planes 
and ships. Even the approximate 
location of Capt. Rickenbacker’s 
forced landing at sea was wun- 
known when the search began. 

“The raft on which Capt. Rick- 
enbacker was found was picked up 
about 600 miles north of Samoa.” — 

On Nine by Five Raft. 

The three weeks which the Cap- 
tain and his comrades spent adrift 
can only be imagined until they 
can tell their story. The raft which 
was their home was apparently of 
the four-man type—nine by five 
feet, with a thickness of 22 inches. 
Five or six can crowd onto such 
a raft in a pinch.

Both sides have “suffered 
losses,” a Navy communique said, 


but it added that no details would 
be reported while the battle con- 
btinues because of the value of 
such information to the foe. 

The communique described the 
battle ag “a series’ of naval en- 
gagements.” This was authorita- 
tively interpreted to mean that the 
ships. of both sides were widely 
deployed in the Solomons so that

It seemed probable that aircraft 
were participating fully, although 
the communique made no mention 
of. them. 

Japanese Claims. 

First word of the-fresh outburst 
of sea warfare came from Tokyo. 

The Japanese broadcast that 
they had lost. two destroyers and 
more than 10 planes and had suf- 
fered damage to a battleship. They 
asserted that Allied losses had 
been six cruisers and one de- 
stroyer sunk, 19 planes shot down, 
two cruisers and three destroyers 
heavily damaged and three trans- 
ports set afire. 

‘The Navy declined to comment 
on the Japanese claims. 

Except for sporadic bombard- 
ment of American . positions by 
light Japanese naval forces and 
attacks by American planes on 
Japanese surface ships, there had 
been no naval action of conse- 
quence in the Solomons area since 
Oct. 26 when the Japanese pulled 
their warships away following the 
battle of the Stewart islands, 
which lie on the eastern flank of 
the southeastern Solomons. It 
was in this action that the United 
States lost its fourth aircraft car- 
rier, the name of which still has 
not been disclosed. 

Fighting Started Thursday. 

The present outburst of activity 
began Thursday, Solomons time, 
when United States cruisers and 
destroyers bombarded enemy posi- 
tions on Guadalcanal northwest of 
the air field from dawn until mid- 
afternoon. Japan’s first reaction 
was to attack the United States 
ships with 23 torpedo bombers, es- 
corted by eight Zero fighters. 

These planes were intercepted by 
28 Grumman Wildcat fighters — 
presumably from the Guadalcanal 
air field since there was no men- 
tion of American carriers in the 
vicinity—and 16 enemy bombers 
and five Zeros were shot down.

AXIS LIBYA ARMY 


Rommel Retreats Past Ga- 


yond There. |

CAIRO, Nov. 14 (AP).— The 
British Eighth Army chased and 
hacked at the routed land forces 
of Marshal Erwin Rommel today 
west of Gazala, 40 miles beyond 
Tobruk. 

The British desert victory was so 
complete that Rommel was be- 


lieved to be totally unable to make 
a st nd anywhere in Libya. 

The victor, Gen. B. L. Mont- 
gomery, said 12 enemy divisions 
had been beaten so thoroughly they 
“ceased to exist as effective fight- 
ing formations” und that the sur- 
viving Axig troops were “completely 
smashed” because of the vast de- 
struction and capture of their ma- 
terial; ' 

Of Rommel’s 140,000 front line 
troops, fewer than 20,000 were be- 
lieved to remain in the pell-mell 
flight toward Tripoli and Tunisia 
beyond. 

The British, with their supply 
lines lengthening, moved their for- 
ward airfields swiftly into Libya 
and continued to attack the ‘oe re- 
treating along the Mediterranean 
west of Gazala. United States 
fighter-bombers and fighters joined 
the Royal Air Force in sweeps 
against the ragged enemy “with 
good effect.” 

German prisoners were captured 
at Tobruk and some native South 
African troops were rescued. They 
were among the 33,000 lost in 
Rommel’s last offensive in the 
summer heat and they had been 
forced to work on the docks. Their 
number was not disclosed. 

Allied planes noted large fires 
at Derna, 100 miles west of Gazala, 
indicating Axis demolition squads 
were at work preparing for an 
evacuation without a fight. 

As the Axis army fled as best 
it could by land, some of the sur- 
vivors were spotted on barges a 
mile or two at sea moving west, 
and British and South African 
flyers riddled the barges with gun- 
fire, setting one afire which had 
150 troops on board. 

Medium and heavy bombers at- 
tacked targets in the Derna area 
and west of the town as far as 
Cirene. In all their operations, 
the Allies lost but three planes,

LONDON, Nov. 14 (AP).—Vichy 
announced today the suppression 
of a miniature revolt in metro- 
politan France and professed be- 
wilderment over the dituation in 
French North Africa where the 
Americans were sharing govern- 
ing and defense powers with 
Frenchmen on the Allied side, some 
of them recently out of Vichy. 

Lieut. Gen, Mark W. Clark said 
in a broadcast from Algiers that 
his commander, Lieut. Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, was acting 
in co-operation with Admiral Jéan 
Darlan, erstwhile hedd of all the 
‘Vichy armed forces, for the de- 
‘fense of North Africa. 

“British and American troops,” 
Clark said, “have landed in Moroc- 
co and Algiers for a reason which 
every Frenchman will understand 
—that of protecting French North 
Africa from. attack by the Axis 
powers.” 

The Vichy expressions, carried 
as official French communiques, 
but doubtless inspired by Germans, 
were seen here as evidence of in- 
creased German influence, or per- 
haps partly resisted pressure, on 
aged Marshal Petain. 

A Reuters report from Stock- 
holm said strong police forces had 
surrounded the Hotel du Parc, 
Marshal Petain’s official residence 
at Vichy. The message added that 
information received by the Ger- 
man-controlled Scandinavian Tele- 
raph Bureau was that he was 
holding endless talks with minis- 
ters of the Vichy Government, 
Report on Revolt. 
The abortive revolt was laid to 
Gen. Lattre de Tassigny, military 
commander of Montpellier and for- 
mer commander in Morocco, who 
“after hearing of the departure 
of Gen. Giraud to Africa on Nov. 
8 abandoned his post and took with 
him several officers and men and 
two guns to form a dissident unit 
in France.” 
The communique went on to say 
that Gen. de Tassigny wandered 
about the countryside until learn- 
ing of measures taken to insure 
order, and then surrendered. 

He was accused of plotting to 
be chief of the general staff of 
French rebel forces, and will be 
tried by a. military court, the com- 
munique said. 

Why such a small incident 
should be made the subject of a 
formal communique was not clear, 
but Allied quarters thought it 
might have been broadcast for ex- 
emplary purposes dictated by the 
Germans. 

Situation Very Confused. 

Another communique said a 
“very confused situation reigned 
in North Africa” since French re- 
sistance had ceased. 

“In view of the difficulties of 
communication with Admiral Dar- 
lan, Marshal Petain and his gov- 
ernment did not know exactly 
whether, obliged by force, Admiral 
Darlan had negotiated a simple 
cease-fire order or whether he was 
engaging with Americans in agree- 
ments which went beyond his pow- 
ers and which in fact did not cor- 
respond with the Marshal's orders. 

“Contrary to Instructions.”

Reports from other cit- 
‘tes show that St. Louis is in as 
ood a position, if not better, than 
“NMnajority of these other cities.” 
' In the Smoke Department’s sur- 
yey, 1209 users of smokeless coal 


"reported an average of 59 per cent 


of the amount needed for the en- 
tire heating season already was on 
hand. 

The highest percentage was in 
the southeastern section of the

pressed oxygen bottle at the pull 
of a cord. It carries emergency 
rations known as “Type K”—bis- 
cuits, canned meat, malted milk 
tablets, chewing gum and other 
items. Each meal for each man 
is boxed separately and there are 
enough boxes to give four men 
three meals a day for five days. 
There were four on the Ricken- 
backer raft until Kaczmarczyk died 
a few days ago. 

The raft is equipped with a sun- 
shield. It is yellow on one side 
to .attract attention and camou- 
flaged on the other, and may be 
reversed if enemy ships or planes 
are sighted. There are small oars, 
flares, water, a sea anchor, hand 
pumps, plugs for making bullet 
holes air tight and dyes to color 
the surrounding water to attract 
searchers. - Some rafts also carry 
radios, but Rickenbacker’s appar 
ently did not. 

Rickenbacker gained fame as a 
World War ace. He downed 21 
Ge n planes. He also was fa- 
mous as a driver of racing auto- 
mobiles and many times was se- 
verely injured in spills and colli- 
sions. Two years ago he was bad- 
ly hurt in the crash of an air- 
liner near Atlanta. In late years 
he has flown extensively, but usu- 
ally as a passenger.

It is given annually for outstand- 
ing “service to the nation by a 
woman.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP).— 
The Labor De ent opened the 
gates of war plants today to girls 
16 and 17 years old. : 

Secretary of Labor Perkins, un- 
der authority of the Walsh-Healey 
Public Contracts Act, which per- 
mits her to exempt employers from 
the 18-year age limit for women 
on Federal contracts, dropped the 
age requirement to 16 to permit 
more girls to take their places 
on the production lines. 

She acted at the request of the 
War and Navy Departments and 
the Maritime Commission, which 
found that cortinuation of the 15- 
year limit would “impair seriously 
the conduct of Government busi- 
ness by retarding essential produc- 
tion and interfering with the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war in 
which the United States is en- 
gaged and which requires the com- 
plete utilization of the human and 
national resources of the nation.” 

The order specifies that the girls 
may not be employed contrary to 
state laws governing the number 
of hours or time of day they may 
work, and imposes conditions of 
employment to apply generally. 

No girl under 18 shall be em- 
ployed for more than eight hours 
in any one day, or between the 
hours of 10 p. m. and 6 a. m.; no 
girl under 18 shall be employed in 
any operation or occupation haz 
ardous in nature or dangerous to 
health; specific luncheon periods 
of at least 30 minutes must be. 
granted; and girls must receive at 
least the minimum hourly rate 
set by the Fair Labor Standards 
Act or the Walsh-Healey Public 
Contracts Act. 

Miss Perkins has called a na- 
tional conference on labor legis- 
lation in Indianapolis beginning 
Tuesday at which uniform labor 
legislation will be a major topic. 
Department officials said it was 
reasonable to assume that the pat- 
tern set by the Perkins order 
would be advocated for uniform 
adoption. :

Soldiers on Furlough. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP). 
—TIt will take practically every- 
thing on wheels” to handle the 
country’s holiday bus and ‘train 
travel, an Office of Defense Trans- 
portation spokesman said today, 
but the Government does not in- 
tend to put priority restrictions on 


passenger space. 

Addressing itself to the public at 
large, the Government has re- 
quested: “Please don’t travel over 
the Christmas and New Year hol- 
iday season unless you are mov- 
ing on war business.” But it has 
imposed specific restrictions on its 
own employes. 

Joseph B. Eastman, Director of 
Defense ‘Transportation, recom- 
mended earlier this week that 
Federal departments and agencies 
cancel all leaves between Dec. 18 
and Jan, 10 if the leave would in- 
volve bus or rail travel. . 

Virtually 100 per cent co-opera- 
tion on the part of the Federal 
bureaus was expected. One agen- 
cy, OPA, even anticipated East- 
man’s action by canceling ,leaves, 
on its own initiative, for its 40,000 
workers. 

Travelers in Holidays. 

The bulk of holiday travel, ODT 
expects, will be that of furloughed 
service men coming home from 
camp or of relatives and sweet- 
hearts going to Army posts to see 
them. 

“We think that kind of travel 
is as necessary as any travel can 
be,” the spokesman said. “It means 
much to the morale of the soldiers 
and sailors and it is equally impor- 
tant to the home front morale of 
their families.” 

“We don’t know how heavy troop 
mcvements will be in December 
and if we knew we couldn’t tell,” 
the spokesman said. The railroads 
carried 6,500,000 service men trav- 
eling under Government orders in 
the first nine months of this year. 

Train Schedules Slower. 

The slow-down will be brought 
about by a general revision of time 
tables proposed by WPB, to go into 
effect Dec. 6. Under it the Broad-

areas, not two, He himself has as- 
sumed -charge, presumably for po- 
litical reasons, of the area around 
South and Central America and 
Mexico. The waters around Alas- 
ka and the Aleutians constitute 
the Northwestern Pacific Area. 
There are three areas in the Mid- 
north, central and 


The question, as drafted, referred 
primarily to the division in the 
Southwestern Pacific, from which 
vice Admiral Robert Lee Ghormley 
recently returned, and Australia, 
where Gen. Douglas A. MacArthur 
is in supreme command: of United 
Nations forces, : 

Line Drawn, Then Shifted. 

Admiral King asserted vigorous- 
ly that General Marshall and he 
had drawn the first line, roughly 
the 165th longitude, to separate the 
Army and Navy commands in this 
area. Later the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, after consultation with the 
Combined Chiefs, moved it west- 
ward several degrees when the 
initial strategy had been success- 
fully carried out, One of the first 
orders to the Pacific commanders 
was that the line of communica- 
tions between this country and 
Australia must be kept open. After 
our -success in the Battle of Mid- 
way, it was possible to plan a de- 
fensive-offensive action in the Solo- 
mons to prevent the Japanese from 
using these islands as stepping 
stones to Australia and at the same 
time to prepare for our own north- 
ward march. , 

“The offensive in the Solomons 
was an amphibious operation, sea, 
air and land, and therefore naval, 
but decisions on the time and other 
plans were made by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, ” said Admiral 
King. “Purely as a matter of con- 
venience, General Marshall issued 
the directives to General Mac- 
Arthur and I the directives to Ad- 
miral (Chester W.) Nimitz.” 

Admiral King said that Admiral 
Ghormley’s replacemert by Admiral 
Halsey in direct command of the 
Solomons operation and the an- 
nouncement of the sinking of the 
four Allied cruisers off Savo Island 
in August, were “merely coinci- 
dents.” Admiral Ghormley was ex- 
hausted from overwork, averaging 
18 hours a day. He was in ill health 
before his return to this country 
and is now receiving medical treat- 
ment here. 

In some quarters Admiral Ghorm- 
ley has been blamed for the loss of 
the cruisers, but the complete facts 
of what happened at that “Little 
Pearl Harbor” will not be avail- 
able for months, if then. The 
Navy is still conducting its own 
inquiry. - 

U. S. Decisions Unanimous. 

The next question was: “How 
are decisions reached by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff?” 

“There ig always a complete ex- 
change of views of the four mem- 
bers,” Admiral King replied. “Ad- 
miral Leahy, as the personal rep- 
resentative of the President, pre- 
sides. When a decision is reached 
it is a decision of the group, and 
there has never been a show of 
hands or the semblance of voting. 
I cannot emphasize too strongly 
that this is not a board, 4d commit- 
tee or a commission. The subor- 
dinate planners are not regarded 
as Army or Navy planners; they 
are called the ‘joint planners.’” 

The Admiral noted proudly that 
at no time had the Joint Chiefs 
been compelled to go to President 
Roosevelt to resolve a difficulty. 
This unanimity of decision, he add- 
ed, has not been possible regard- 
ing all questions which have come 
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ji\standard,” Admiral King told the 


Prime Minister. 3 
This remark related to another 
question: “How are decisions 
reached by the Combined Chiefs of 
Staff, and how are claims of the 


others heard?” aa 

This questiom brought up the po- 
litical aspects of conducting 4) 
war with allies, some large, some 
small, but all. sovereign nations. — 
Why Russians Are Not Included. | 

“The Combined Chiefs of Staff 
represent only the United States 
and Great Britain, the nations with 
the productive power, the navies 
and the shipping capacities. One 
reason Russia is not represented 
on this group is because the Soviet 
Union is not at war with Japan. | 

At various times, other nations 
have sought active membership on 
this group. ‘The obstacles were 
insuperable. If one nation were 
granted participation it would open 
the door to others. A sovereign na- 
tion, no matter how small, has 
sovereign prerogatives. The indi- 
vidual British commonwealths pre- 
sented another problem. It was 
feared that, if all the United Na- 
tions were accorded membership, 
the conferences would resemble 
the American Senate or the League 
of Nations Assembly, with import- 
ant strategical questions decided 
by ballot. 

The President found a happy so- 
lution to a delicate situation when 
he established the Pacific War 
Council, composed ‘of diplomatic 
representatives of the United Na- 
tions. Periodic meetings of this 
group at the White House afford 
an opportunity for the smaller na- 
tions and the British common- 
wealths to present their claims. 
They also keep the diplomats in- 
formed on the progress of the war. 

“At various times,” Admiral 
King related, “the Combined Chiefs 
of Staff hear representatives of 
single countries, such as China,. 
the Netherlands, Australia. At 
other times we hear several repre- 
sentatives as a group. The Ameri- 
can and British Joint Staffs, as 
well.as their individual officers, 
also confer with these Allies.” 

Decisions Made In Washington. 

The importance of meetings of 
the Combined Chiefs of Staffs was 
elicited by the question: “What 
decisions are made in Washington, 
in London and in the field?” 

The important decisions, Admiral 
King said, are made in Washing- 
ton. London is informed of these 
decisions and they are carried out 
in the field. 

As to his own naval forces, the 
|Admirai makes his directives as 
brief as the situation will permit. 
He is proud of the clarity of his 
instruction. His watchword is 
“Leave out the adjectives.” 

His directives leave plenty of 
room for initiative to his subor- 
dinates, and he will. accept .no 
alibis. For instance, the lines di- 
viding the general “theaters” and 
“areas” are imaginary and are to 
be disregarded whenever the sit- 
uation demands. As he quotes an 
old N. C. O.: “They applies when 
they applies and they don’t apply 
when they don’t apply.” 

Admiral. King answered only 
cryptically when asked, “What do 
you think of proposals to unite 
the War and Navy Departments 
into a single department?” 

He merely observed, “We are ap- 
proaching this; we’re both moving 
into the Pentagon Building.” 

This huge building, across the 
Potomac from Washington, was 
originally designed for the War 
Department. Washington rumors 
credit Admiral King with the sug- 
gestion that the top Navy officials 
also have their offices there to 
facilitate co-operation between the 
two services,

“That was certainly not the 
case,” the Admiral brusquely re- 
torted, “Our own intelligence re- 
ports prove conclusively that the 
Japs received valuable informa- 
tion from the announcement, Be- 
fore that time, they were ‘fishing’ 
for this information by claiming 
all sorts of sinkings.” 
Immediately after the sinkings, 
he continued, the Japanese had no 
idea of the success of their ef- 
forts.

OVER GERMAN RAID: 


Relations ‘Interrupted’ Be- 
cause French Can’ 
Guarantee Diplomatic 
Immunity, Rio Says. 
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(AP).—Brazil’s relations with Vichy 
France were “interrupted” today 

when the Brazilian Government in- 
formed Vichy it was withdrawing 
its mission because the French 
Government no longer could guar- 
antee its diplomatic immunity. 
This was a sequel to the dis- 
closure yesterday that the Ger- 
mans had raided the Brazilian Em- 
bassy in Vichy and ransacked its 
files. 

The Vichy Government ‘was 
asked to provide facilities for the 
Brazilian diplomatic staff to travel 
to:the Spanish border but the an- 
nouncement here stressed that this 
meant that French-Brazilian rela- 
tions merely were “interrupteti” 
and not broken. 

Earlier a spokesman at the Bra- 
gillian War Ministry denied a Paris 
radio report that Brazilian forces 
had entered French Guiana, 

(Brazil is at war with Germany 
but as long as it maintains rela- 
tions with Vichy its Embassy there 
has the technica] status, at least, 
of neutral territory.)

In the meantime Senator Hill of 
Alabama, who as majority whip is 
technically charged with obtaining 
the presence of Democratic mem- 
bers at important sessions, issued 
a statement through his office 
that he intended to “oppose with 
every means in my power” the 
passage of the anti-poll tax bill. 
Hill was not found by deputies 
who had a warrant to bring him 
into the Senate. 

Hill’s Statement. 

“T am conscious,” Hill said, “of 
the example set by John T. Mor- 
gan of Alabama in the United 
States senate in his historic fight 
against ‘the Lodge force bill.” 

Hill’s reference was to Senator 
Morgan’s filibuster which killed 
the Lodge bill in the 1890s to send 
Federal troops into the South to 
supervise elections. 

When Bilbo began speaking, a 
count showed only 18 senators 
actually in the chamber listening. 

“It is kind of tantalizing for me 
to speak at this hour,” he began, 
“since I come from the south 
where most people and Negroes 
don’t work on Saturday afternoon. 

“Inevitably there will be a tend- 
ency on the part of some news- 
papers and some commentators to 
censure us who see fit to discuss 
this matter at length. 

“I want to let the country know 
that the responsibility for this 
prolonged discussion does not rest 
with those opposing this unrea- 
sonable and unconstitutional leg- 
islation, because its sponsors knew 
before it was brought before the 
Senate that it would bring about 
a lengthy discussion. 

“It was of their own choosing 
that they brought about this im- 
passe in orderly government in the 
middle of a World War.” 

Pepper Questions Bilbo. 

When Bilbo declared that 90 or 
95 per cent of the people of his 
state opposed the legislation, Sen- 
ator Pepper (Dem.) Florida, au- 
thor of the bill, asked if they 
could have misunderstood its pro- 
visions. 

“No, sir,” Bilbo shot back, “They 
are intelligent people. They under- 
stand thoroughly. They know what 
this bill is and if the Senator 
from Florida were as intelligent 
as the average citizen of Missis- 
sippi, he would know it too.” 

Bilbo said many other states in- 
| cluding Louisiana and Florida had 
lalready eliminated their poll tax 
| laws, that he understood Tennessee 
| was “all geared up to eliminate the 
poll tax as a prerequisite for vot- 
ing,” and shouted: 

“Then why has it become so dev- 
ilish important to use these tactics 
that are going to tie this Congress 
up until the third of January, in 
order to force these remaining 
eight states to do something the 
others have done voluntarily? Why 
are they willing to split the solid 
South? I am curious to know 
what is to be gained. I resent this 
Hitler spirit, this Hitler domina- 
tion.” 

Bilbo said the “Negro . 
gentsia of Mississippi,” the “edu- 
cated, cultured Negroes” resented 
the Pepper bill and were opposed 
to it.

Says Tax is Revenue Device. 

Bilbo defended the poll tax as a 
revenue raising device. 

“Maybe if the Southern states 
had the great wealth of some 
states of the North and East—es- 
pecially since the Civil War—it 
wouldn’t be necessary to impose 
this tax,” he said. 

He proclaimed himself a friend 
of the Negro race, declared that 
Negroes had held prayer meetings 
to pray for his election as er- 
nor of Mississippi, and advocated 
resettlement of American Negroés 
in Africa. 

“Any Negro who is race con- 
scious is willing to be resettled in 
West Africa and have his own 
country,” Bilbo said. 

“I’m glad to see American forces 
take West (sic) Africa. Perhaps 
they'll get it in shape for a repatri- 
ation move when this war is over. 
It’s a rich land, with a better cli- 
mate than the United States.” 

He said the constitution of Li- 
beria, West African republic, for- 
bids white men to vote or own 
land. “That’s what they think 
about the white man,” he re- 
marked. 

Browder’s Name Mentioned. 

Connally, entering the chamber 
at 5 o’clock after an absence, in- 
terrupted Bilbo to ask: P 

“Has the Senator yet named one 
of the most distinguished sponsors 
of this legislation, Mr, Earl Brow- 
der?” 

“I haven’t gotten to Mr. Brow- 
der,” Bilbo said.

GERMAN PEOPLE UNWILLING 


TO BELIEVE ROMMEL IS ROUTED; 


BERN, Switzerland, Nov. 14 
(AP).—The Germans are avid for 
news of Marshal Rommel and his 
Africa Corps—which the Axis 
press gives only vaguely — and 
still are unwilling to believe that 
he has been defeated, 

A Berlin dispatch to the Na- 
tional Zeitung of Basel said there 
had been only two other instances 
—the outbreak .of the war and 
the start of the Russian campaign 
—when the German people were 
so eager for newspapers. All im- 
portant Berlin papers were sold 
out a few minutes after publica- 
tion, the dispatch said. The pub- 
lic is told only that Rommel is 
fighting in Marmarica (Eastern 
Libya). 


MOSCOW, Nov. 15 (Sunday) 
(AP).—The defeat of the German 
and Italian armies in Egypt has 
caused a “deep depression” in 
Italy and has increased anti-Ger- 
man feeling among the Italians, 
the Russians stated officially to- 
day. “Secret societies have once 
again become active,” the state- 
ment said, “Anti-German feeling 
is to be observed everywhere and 
demands are being made for with- 
drawal of Italy from the war.”

In Sensing Danger; First Steps Taken in 1933. 


Conversely, without President Roosevelt the nation’s prepared- 
ness probably would lag two years behind its current stage, His 
vision of the world’s peril was less acute than that of Joseph Stalin, 
who took “‘Mein Kampf” seriously and began to rearm the moment 
Hitler rose to power; but at least it was sharper than that of 
most of his countrymen and of statesmen holding office in pre-war 
France and England. As early as 1933 Mr. Roosevelt used 227 mil- 
lion dollars of National Recovery funds to start rebuilding the Navy 
after Congress had refused to vote what he considered an adequate 
amount. In 1937, after Japan attacked China, he demanded a quar- 
antine of aggressor peoples. He re-equipped the British Isles when 
they lay weaponless after Dunkerque. To him were due the trade of 
over-age destroyers for Atlantic. bases, repeal of the’ arms embargo, 
the first American peacetime draft and finally lend-lease, which has 
been hailed as the most brilliant political invention of our time, 

The President thus stands as the key figure of “The Battle of 
the Potomac.” Its story is essentially-the story of his re-education. 
Since January be has mastered three hard ‘lessons, He has learned 


‘to share authority. He has taken bold and resolute command of 
the home front. He has come to-understand that authoritarian war 
must be fought with authoritarian weapons, including, if need be, 
a wholesale retrenchment of private liberties. 

At the beginning Mr. Roosevelt appeared to believe that any sub- 
stantial delegation of power would amount to surrender of reaponsi- 
bilities imposed upon him by the Constitution. One “industrial 
high command” after another was set up, all majestically named 
and all virtually impotent—the War Resources Board, the National 
Advisory Defense Commission, the Office of Production Manage- 
ment and the Supply, Priorities and Allocation Board. 

Upon these mummeries two golden years were squandered. It 
was not Pearl Harbor but a glance into a forthcoming broadside of 
the Truman Committee that stung the President into his first de- 
parture from the rule. On last Jan. 16 he gave to Donald M. Nelson 
a sweeping mandate as czar of war industry. 


Failure Narrowly Averted; WPB Lacked 
Master Plan; Two Directives Incompatible. 


But this first effort barely escaped being a dismal failure. 
Though strategy should be the master of supply, the War Produc- 
tion Board had no strategic supply plan on which to work. Its 
over-all directives were found to be incompatible—the equipment 
of huge and rising American forces without delay, and a division 
of output with the Allies on a 50-50 basis. A tug-of-war became 
inevitable, with one side bound to lose. 

Victory for the American team, at the moment of Hitler’s drive 
into Russia, seemingly was insured by two errors made by Nelson. 
He allowed the Army and: Navy Munitions Board to retain its in- 
dependent function of issuing priorities. As liaison with the Army 
and Navy departments, he accepted supply officers in lieu of strategic 
officérs. Their interest was not that of the United Nations as a 
whole but of the domestic services for which they were mouth- 
pieces.

The Navy’s purchasing bureaus, supplied with cong ional 
funds, blandly ignored the ‘War Production Board. Lieat. Gen. 
Brehon B. Somervell, tough and able chief of the Services of Supply, 
went through the form of consulting Nelson, but usually talked him 
into backing the Army program.

under lend-lease, but represented orders placed before Pearl Harbor 
and paid for by the Allies with their own money, China, Russia 
and Great Britain clamored that there was a fatal gap between 
American promise and American performance. 

Wearily the President undertook once more to shake up his 
industrial staff. The Army and Navy Munitions Board was stripped 
of authority to issue priorities. Lend-lease deliveries, particularly to 
Russia, were accelerated: Plans were sought for a bridge between 
production and military strategy. 

Nelson kept the title of chairman, but was compelled to 
re-delegate two of the foremost powers given him by the Presi- 
dent. They were handed on to a pair of “strong men” who 
entered WPB for the first time-—-Charles E. Wilson, president 
of the General: Electric Co.,, a newcomer in Washington; and 
Ferdinand Eberstadt, who had been chairman of the Army and 
Navy Munitions Board. The former took charge of production 
and the latter of material allocations. Both were named vice- 
chairmen, 


Blueprint for Distribution of Materials 
One of Eberstadt’s First Achievements. 


An over-all blueprint for distribution of materials, which 
had been demanded in vain for more than a year, was among 
Eberstadt’s first achievements. It was announced by the War 
Production Board on Nov. 2 under the name of the Controlled 
Materials Plan, Priorities are to disappear by next July 1 and 
will be replaced by ironclad allocations based on supply instead 
of demand. Seven “claimant agencies” were scheduled in the 
following order: The Army, Navy, Maritime Commission, Lend- 
Lease Administration, Board of Economic Warfare, Aircraft 
Scheduling Unit at Wright Field and Office of Civilian Supply. 

The general conviction is that an important advance has 
been made. Favorable signs are Wilson’s refusal to accept the 
post_until he was assured of a free hand by the President him- 
self; and Eberstadt’s introduction of the English system for 
co-ordinating priorities with materials actually available. 

Another milestone in the Chief Executivye’s re-education was 
his appointment of the Baruch-Compton-Conant rubber committee 
and his acceptance of its findings, which included criticism, 
though not by name, against a member of his official family, 
Secretary of Commerce Jesse H. Jones.

tires. Four months later, public wrath compelled him to act. 
Knowledge rankled more and more bitterly that Washington had 
underestimated Japan, that no one seriously thought the Far 
East might be cut off, that the national stock of crude rubber 
was inadequate even for military needs alone, that almost no 
steps had been taken to provide synthetic rubber, and that 
civilian life stood face-to-face with the prospect of being taken 
off wheels. 

Following the Baruch recommendation, Mr. Roosevelt estab- 
lished a rubber division in the War Production Board. For its 
director, as in the Wilsom® appointment, he reached into the top 
drawer of American management. The choice was a hard and fear- 
less railroad executive, William Martin Jeffers of Omaha, who rose 
from office boy to president of the Union Pacific. In no time at 
all, as measures to conserve rubber, Jeffers arranged for a national 
speed ‘limit of 35 miles an hour and country-wide economy of 
gasoline. Thanks to his speed-up measures, the country’s first big 
synthetic rubber factory is racing to start operations on Pearl Harbor 
day. Its construction, with lend-lease money, began before Jeffers 
took office. It will use the alcohol instead of the petroleum process 
which was favored by his predecessor as rubber czar, Secretary Jones.

The reign of the new economic dictator has 
scarcely begun, but it has been signalized by 
exercises of control which a few months ago 
would have been unthinkable.

Should the war de- 
mand, Byrnes will direct where, at what jobs 
and how long each of us must work; what 
we can earn, spend and save; and what and 
how much we shall eat, and wear. 

A definite uplift of tone resulted from the 
appointments of Wilson, Eberstadt, Jeffers 
and Byrnes. Eberstadt was formerly a 
stockbroker. Byrnes is a professional poli- 
ticlan. The careers of Jeffers and Wilson lay 
in rail and industrial administration. But 
the four men have qualities in common that 
are not too familiar in Washington. All are 
highly able, and all are firm, tenacious and 
intrepid.

Drafting the 18-Year-Olds; 
Official Deadwood Cut Away. 


Having been censured for intruding in the 
New York campaign, the President, it would 
seem, snapped his fingers at politics by toss- 
ing into the arena, before election, the con- 
troversial issue of reducing the draft age to 
18. The bill was adopted by the House and 
Senate, but amendments delayed its passage 
until after the November election. Last 
Thursday the Senate finally completed action 
on the bill and sent it to the White House. 

There recently has been a vigorous clear- 
ing away of deadwood in Government agen- 
cies, particularly the War Production Board 
and the Board of Economic Warfare. 

A hopeful-creation of the year was the 
Office of War Information.

Another achievement was the War Labor 
Board, a new experiment in industrial rela- 
tions, which has helped bring about a higher 
percentage of co-operation than is generally 
realized between management and organized 
workers. It has exercised a stabilizing in- 
fluence with regard to both wages and 
union security. In the “Little Steel” formula, 
it set up an innovation which was totally 
absent in the last war—a standard of pay 
adjustments, 


Some Formidable Entries 


On Debit Side of Ledger. 


Against such conspicuous credits, formid- 
able entries on the debit side must be 
acknowledged. There is prospect of a stag- 
gering crisis in man power and probably 
food. The country is struggling to wage 
total war with only 40 per cent of its power 
as yet mobilized. More than half the Da- 
tional production is absorbed even today by 
civilian consumption. Deficiencies of stra- 
tegic metals exist, particularly steel, copper, 
nickel and steel alloys. 

Small business continues almost wholly 
beyond the pale, though some improvements 
have been undertaken during the last three 
months. _Out of 55 billion dollars in war or- 
ders, 100 large firms hold nearly 40 billion 
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billion dollars. The situation is due largely 
to the armed services, which hold that sub- 
contracting is a process for getting inferior 
wares at a 15 per cent increase of cost. 


Notwithstanding a desperate shortage of 
merchant vessels, the administration has neg- 
lected thus far to impose a unified command 
upon tonnage.

The new tax bill is by far the most strin- 
gent in American history, but it is estimated 
to leave unabsorbed a 45 billion dollar mar- 
gin of the national income.

A spending 
stream of 20 billion dollars at least remains, 
and 20 billion dollars, as an element of pos- 
sible inflation, is a lot of dynamite.

- The excellent quality of American fighting 
men of all services has been demonstrated in 
actual combat. At the battle of Midway 
Island, on missions known to be suicidal, 
United States airmen surpassed even the 
boasted fatalism of the Japanese. 

Outnumbered American forces rebuffed a 
full-dress Japanese assault on Guadalcanal. 
(Early this week, however, Gen. Holcomb 
of-the Marines, returning from the islands, 
said the Americans were no longer outnum- 
bered.) . Important successes have been 
achieved in’ New Guinea. Mammoth air 
squadrons have visited galling punishment 
on occupied France, Italy and Germany it- 
self. The campaign in North Africa gives 
promise that in the near future, somewhere 
on the continent of Europe, the Allies will 
be able to convert their long and costly de- 
fense into large-scale attack. 

This situation is a far cry from Axis plans 
of last June. A double-pronged drive, 
through Southern Russia and Northern Afri- 
ca, was to hurl the Allies from the Mediter- 
ranean and Near East. Japan was to inyade 
India, perhaps Siberia also, and the con- 
querors of Orient and Occident were to join 
hands in Middle Asia. To all appearance 
that grandiose scheme now lies in ruins. 


Axis May Try to Dig In 
For Defensive War in 1943. 


Hitler’s recent speeches and Japan’s fail- 
ure to attack either India or Siberia are in- 
terpreted in certain high official quarters. as 
indicating that the offensive impetus of the 
Axis has spent itself, and that in 1943 the 
New Orders in Europe and Asia will turn 
to integrating and fortifying their conquests, 
leaving to the Allies the/formidable task 
of dislodging them. 

The other side of the world picture is so 
tragic that even now its significance has 
scarcely come home to many. From a “‘have- 
not” country, Japan has: become master of 
one of the world’s greatest and wealthiest 
empires, including the Philippines, The Neth- 
erlands East Indies, Burma and Indo-China, 
in addition to vast areas in China. These re- 
gions are opulent in natural resources, in- 
cluding most of the rubber and tin in ex- 
istence. After centuries of overlordship, 
white supremacy has vanished from the Far 
East. 

Stalingrad’s resistance to 82 days of 
murderous siege has tended to obscure Rus- 
sia’s loss of scores of millions of population 
in dead, wounded and captives; of one-fifth 
of her territory, two-fifths of her industrial 
plant, half of her most productive sources of 
metals and coal and the entire national 
granary of the Ukraine, the Don Valley and 
the fields of the northern Caucasus. 

During this period the United States suf- 
fered the most ignoble humiliations in 
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regard to nearly every problem it can be 
said that a solution is under,,way, or at 
least a plan for a solution. Washington's 
log-jam, principal bottleneck of the pro- 
gram, appears to have been broken. The 
record stands that in the autumn of 1942 
the Roosevelt administration at last “got 
down to business” in the job of fighting 
the war.

On the strength of the best information 
available, there is offered the following 
summary of the global situation, with both 
its favorable and unfavorable aspects: 

Germany has only one first-rate ally, 
Japan. The United States has two, the 
British Commonwealth and the Soviet 
Union. We have suffered as yet no wounds 
that vitally hurt. On the contrary, national 
sea, air, military and industrial force is 
steadily climbing. There has been an 
undoubted abatement of enemy power. 

The capacity of Japan’s shipyards was 
“saturated” long before Pearl Harbor. At 
the outset of the war, all foreign vessels 
within reach were confiscated. The biggest 
grab was of French ships in Indo-China. 
In other words, on Dec. 7 Japan was at its 
maximum in respect to merchant boats, 
while output in the United States continues 
to rise. Japan hasn’t the plants and 
machine tools for large-scale expansion; 
we have. 

American submarines are sinking Jap- 
anese cargo and transport vessels faster 
than they can be replaced. If the present 
rate of. attrition persists, a point may 
finally be reached at which Tokyo can no 
longer support its far-flung outposts and 
will have to draw them back.

Greater than that of the whole Caucasus is 
Russia’s oil potential of 20 billion tons be- 
yond the Volga and the Urals. This po- 
tential has been developed feverishly since 
1939. Experts hold that instead of being 
fatally crippled, the Soviet Union in 1943 
will at least be able to continue defensive 
war. 

The richest dividend paid by the “Good 
Neighbor” policy to date was Brazil’s en- 
trance into the war late in August. This 
made available for the United Nations, as 
an air and military base, the eastward- 
jutting “bulge” of Brazil which is only 1600 
miles from Vichy-controlled Dakar. 

On the other hand, the global cause of 
the Allies is handicapped by grievous in- 
firmities, among which are dispersion of 
United Nations strength. and absence of a 
supreme command. The first is declared 
to be our most calamitous weakness, but 
one which nobody knows how to avoid. The

There are powerful arguments on each 
side, and decisions now pending in Wash- 
ington will be among the most momentous 
of the conflict. The perfect solution, and 
the one attempted thus far without success, 
would be to satisfy both demands—that is, 
to equip the teeming man power of Russia, 
China and the British Commonwealth, and 
at the same time to create military and naval 
forces adequate to. safeguard the national 
security against all possible attacks. The 
question is whether the awakening Ameri- 
can giant can find the strength to support 
so colossal a burden. 


There is a surplus of Garand rifles, which 
have satisfied the highest hopes under test 
of battle, and are rated as the most efficient 
shoulder-pieces in history. 


The Army’s four-engine bombers, the Con- 
solidated Liberator and Boeing ‘lying 
Fortress, have proved one of the gratifying 
surprises of the war by distinguishing them- 
selves as war planes of devastating prowess. 
It has lately been hinted that the Army is 
developing a heavy craft of new design, 
which will surpass the Fortress in range and 
bomb-load. American attack and medium 
bombers are rated among the best in the 
world. 

In the program of fighter planes, mil- 
itary designers emphasized toughness and 
fire-power at the expense of altitude, climb 
and maneuverability. That the notion was 
sound is held to be established by the rec- 
ord of even obsolescent pursuit ships 
against Japanese and German fighters. But 
models which will retain American quali- 
ties and add those of the Spitfire, Messer- 
schmitt and Zero will be in the skies in 
large number by next summer, The two- 


wae engine Lockheed Lightning interceptor is 


proved in battle its superiority over the 
system of 24 years ago. There are schools 
for specialized tactical units, who are in- 
structed variously in street, city, mountain, 
jungle, amphibian and _ anti-fortification 
combat. A mammoth “university” has 
been set up for training military mechanics 
in airplanes, internal combustion engines, 
radio, all forms of communication equip- 
ment, and the like. 

Candidate schools have made it possible 
to multiply the officer corps in two years 
from 14,000 to 200,000. Aspirants are 
selected from the best material in the ranks. 
After three months of training at replace- 
ment centers, they are sent to specialty 
schools for a rigorous course of the same 
duration. Severe weeding-out processes at 
such schools are thought to assure a quality 
of line officers unapproached in any previous 
American war. 

Despite a slow start, military ordnance is 
now well on its way in every particular ex- 
cept ammunition. The new M-4 medium 
tanks are distinguishing themselves on the 
battlefield, and the muzzle velocity of their 
75-mm. cannon has been “stepped up” con- 
siderably. The American heavy tank, of 
which only one experimental model existed 
last May, has started in production. 

In Africa last Monday Gen. Eisenhower 
disclosed that a new trench mortar was be- 
ing used and praised the weapon as an out- 
standing ‘extremely accurate’ American de- 
velopment. 

For anti-tank artillery, on self-propelled 
mounts, the Army is using ‘its old three-inch 
antiaircraft guns, which had too short a 
vertical range for high-altitude planes. They 
possess a horizontal reach of 25,000 yards, 
and their shells are declared to have’ suf- 
ficient velocity to pierce both sides of an 

average tank and throw it half a block. This 
weapon is considered a little inferior, but 
not much, to Rommel’s famous 88. 


105-mm. Howitzer in Egypt 
Proves ‘Most Useful Weapon.’ 

The 105-mm. howitzer, replacing the an- 
cient French 75s as the Army’s basic field- 
piece, has been tested by combat. A shipload 
of them helped make possible Alexander’s 
rout of Rommel.

The Navy’s big patrol bombers, the four- 
engine Consolidated Coronado and two-en- 
gine Catalina, have been criticised for lack 
of speed, which was deliberately sacrificed 
by their designers to give them longer cruis- 
ing range. But it was a Catalina which 
scouted the Bismarck and brought about the 
destruction of that Nazi super-dreadnaught. 
Greatly superior craft, especially in the pur- 
suit and dive bomber classes, have entered 
production. 


U. S. Shipbuilding Capacity 
Twice the Current Output. 


Owing to miracles of conversion and ex- 
pansion, American shipyards and factories 
are declared to have a capacity twice as large 
as their current output of naval vessels. The 
sole limitation is the volume of ore that can 
be taken from the ground.- There is an acute 
shortage of copper and a chronic deficiency 
of nickel.

Stern and Iron Spirit 
Of National Unity Prevails. 


Almost universal acceptance of the neces- 
sity for going the limit in behalf of victory 
is declared to be little less than amazing 
by former non-interventionists, who are con- 
vinced that prior to Japan’s attack 60 per 
cent of the people were opposed to our enter- 
ing the war. The country might have been 
split wide open, they argue, if the isolation- 
ists, out of patriotism, had not abandoned 
their cause. At any rate, one of the country’s 
priceless assets is a stern and iron spirit of 
national unity. 

But there are also numerous and impor- 
tant respects in which the giant seems not 
yet fully awake. The most urgent is the 
problem of man power. Modern war de- 
mands twice as Many Men as were required 
in 1918, both in the field and industry. Then 
there were no antiaircraft forces and almost 
no aviation. Today the American Army has 
630,000 men in the former branch alone. 
Air Forces numbering 2,000,000 are planned. 
Mechanized warfare exacts large increases of 
technical troops. In the last world struggle 
the United States obtained nearly all its 
munitions from the Allies; now it must arm 
not only itself but its associates. 

Probably on the way is some form of na- 
tional conscription, direct or indirect. This 
country still lags far behind Great Britain 
in conversion of man and woman power to 
war industry and in per capita output of 
military goods. Reduction of the draft age 
to 18 became assured this week. Remedies 
under consideration include registration of 
women, consolidation of the Manpower Com- 


}mission and Selective Service System, en- 


forcement of uniform procedure on State 
draft boards and an embargo on all voluntary 
enlistment, which amounts to irresponsible 
raids on farm and industrial labor. ‘ 

The view of officials advocating direct 
action is that voluntary organization of man 
power has had a thorough trial, in which 
it was demonstrated that coercion is neces- 
sary to utilize the country’s 60 million avail- 
ables. 

There are serious general labor shortages 
in 35 major centers of war production,. in- 
cluding Los Angeles, Seattle, Detroit, Buf- 
falo and Philadelphia. Needless migration 
continues, and labor: pirating remains- un- 
checked, In other localities artificial labor 
deficiencies exist because of discrimination 
against women workers and members of 
minority groups. Workers already employed 


‘in war plants are frequently “used at much 


less than full capacity. 

While the German Army is‘led by proved 
veterans, only a few American top com~- 
manders, both naval.and military, have had 
personal .experience in modern warfare. The 
older men were trained in World War I 
and the younger are products of theoretical 
staff and command schools. There is little 
to be done about this handicap, except to 
trust to luck or wait on the process of trial 
and error in battle. The South had the good 
fortune to possess a brilliant strategist from 
the beginning, in Gen. Lee. But in 1861 
Lincoln could not have suspected that one 
of his victorious generals-to-be, Grant, was 
working in an Illinois tannery, and that an- 
‘other, Sherman, was running a street car 
line in St. Louis.

Navy Caught Unawares 
By U-Boats in West Atlantic. 


The Navy was caught totally unawares by 
the submarine blockade of the Western At- 
lantic, which to date has cost more than 500 
merchant ships. Owing to progress in air 
patrols, many high officers thought it would 
be easier to stop the U-boats today than it 
was 25 years-ago. No one dreamed that sub- 
marines.could descend 600 feet, beyond the 
reach of depth bombs generally in use, or 
that thicker plates, welded instead of riveted, 
would make them harder to crack. In this 
war antisubmarine forces must be scattered 
far and wide; in the last, they could con- 
centrate on supply lines in the North 
Atlantic. 

Unlike the Army, in which the rule is that 
youth must be served, the Navy, according 
to complaints of younger officers, has taken 
no steps to break up its control by a tight 
little ring of old-line Admirals. But a begin- 
ning may have been made in a recent rolling 
of eminent heads in the Bureau of Ships 
and the replacement of Admiral Ghormley 
by Admiral Halsey in the New Zealand area. 

The Bureau of Ships had made an admir- 
able record in construction, but had delayed 
the landing-boat program for a year, and 
with it the possibility of a second front, by 
insisting 6n a design of its own instead of a 
superior model offered by Andrew J. Higgins 
of New Orleans, 

The invasion boat program, comprising 
thousands of craft, large and small, did not 
get under way until May of this year. An. 
other handicap is shortage of engines and 
gears for naval ships of every type. 


Some Fatal Consequences 

Of Army-Navy Rivalry. 

Azge-old rivalry between the Army and 
Navy brought fatal consequences at Pearl 
Harbor, where want of collaboration between 
sea and ground commands was declared by 
the Roberts’ report to have contributed to 
the disaster. 

There is considerable unhappiness over the 
output of ammunition of all sorts, from 
small-arms cartridges to the biggest shells. 
It is being manufactured in huge quantities, 
but is still far short of requirements. 

The two worst oversights of the Army are 
declared to have been neglect of training in 
ground-air teamwork and failure to develop 
the Allison liquid-cooled motor, as regards 
both horsepower and supercharger equip- 
ment, after choosing this engine to power 
its fighter planes.

Despite all delays and blunders, however, 
the American giant has awakened to such an 
extent that the Allies appear to have enough 
armed and productive strength to halt any 
possible Axis offensive, and to begin wresting 
away the initiative which the enemy had 
enjoyed for three years.

Fascist power in Libya, while the American- 
led expedition against French Morocco and 
Algeria is intended to re-open the Mediter- 
ranean, facilitate the passage of supplies to 
Russia and.China, and expose to attack 
what Churchill has called “the soft belly 
of the dragon’’—in. Greece, Sicily, Sardinia, 
southern France or, most likely, peninsular 
Italy. 

Germany faces a second Russian winter, 
and Japan’s long lines of communication are 
under perpetual assault by American under- 
sea raiders. Unlike Germany and like the 
United Nations, Japan suffers extreme disper- 
sion of strength, from Siberia to the Indian 
boundary, and from the Aleutians to Java. 

Should Germany and Japan decide to “dig 
in” during 1943 and try to establish a stale- 
mate which would be victory for them, 
American nayal, military and air strength 
will be depended on in large part both to 
fight and equip the siege. 

Germany is wearied with three years 
of war and six previous years of exhaustive 
preparation. Japan has been fighting since 
1937. The United States comes fresh into 
the conflict. Japan is capable of expensive 
blunders, as was proved at Midway. By 
failing to invade Britain after Dunkerque 
and then attacking Russia, Germany has 
lived up to its reputation of making no 
mistakes except the biggest. 7

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

LEAR light was shed anew on the 

character of the Fighting French and 

of the French people, to whom De Gaulle 
appealed directly on Armistice day in 
these words: 

“Frenchmen of all France: Proclaim, 
above the temporary barriers of a tem- 
porary defeat, the unanimity of the na- 
tion, a single and indivisible France. 
Bear witness before your dead that, 
faithful to the blood which they have 
shed, and bound by their sacrifice, you 
know and wish no armistice except in 
victory. Meet on Nov. 11, at noon, in 
your churches of all faiths, in your places 
of work or in your homes. No word, 
no shout, no procession, but the silence 
of all, that terrible silence where, as 
formerly, in the interval between the 
two cannon shots marking the sacred 
minute, there throbs the invincible soul 
of an entire people. 

“All Frenchmen and all France of the 
unoccupied zone will hold the rendezvous 
of victory before the monuments to the 
dead. Once more their Marseillaise will 
shout in the face of the enemy and of 
anti-France, so that all the world will 
hear their fury against the é@énemy 
and against traitors, against the hunt- 
er of men and his siave-traders, 
their scorn of the fops imposed by the 
enemy and who have made of their dis- 
aster their only reason for living or 
surviving. 

“Anti-France has defined itself by this 
recent sentence of Marshall Petain: ‘Ev- 
ery morning and every evening, I repeat 
that we are defeated.’ French men and 
French women, on the eleventh of No- 
vember you will define yourselves in 
turn by this proud, calm and unanimous 
reply: ‘Look at us well!

More than ever, the careful DeGaulle’s 
prediction was based on solid ground, 
Because the two-front war—the pincers 
movement which defeated Germany and 
thus saved France in the first World 
War—has again, at long last, become 
near-reality in 1942. 

The two-front war of 25 years ago 
forced Germany and its allies to station 

127 divisions on the Eastern front. This 
left most of Germany’s divisions on the 
Western front, but the Eastern arm of 
the pincers, even under decadent Czarist 
command, provided the necessary pres- 
sure with which eventually to crush Ger- 


- Many. 


And now, not a minority but the vast 
majority of Germany’s fighters are 
forced to fight on the Eastern front— 
a total of 240 Axis divisions. Thus the 
two-front potential vise seems to be im- 
measurably stronger in the East than in 
1917, and infinitely more favorable to 
Allied ‘attack from the West. It is this 
which has prepared the way for the 
American offensive. It is this which 
has brought from the careful tactician 
De Gaulle his explicit prediction of vic- 
tory for the people of France, 

It is because of this that we are jus- 
tified in urging with renewed vigor the 
opening of the real second front to which 
the African offensive points the way: 
the decisive battle to be fought on Euro- 
pean soil. Level-headed Americans are 
guarding against over-optimism and are 
viewing the African operation in its 
true light: not as an important military 
victory, but as a chance to broaden the 
offensive.

To a country whose life 
rolis on rubber-tired wheels, the failure of the ad- 
ministration to follow the recommendations of last 
spring’s report by the Truman committee aroused 
many apprehensions. 
Although it was plain that the army would ‘need

had not been determined, and figures as high as 
13,000,000 were mentioned, giving rise to calcula- 
tions which indicated that such an army could,not 
be properly supplied from our industrial plant. Au- 
thority over the whole question of manpower was 
divided among various Government agencies, with 
no decisive steps being taken to allocate it, although 
farm labor shortages and pirating of skilled men 
grew apace.

It was widely charged that-the President 
had lost his capacity for decision, that bureaucracy 
was breaking down and that Congress was bending 
the knee to pressure groups. It was widely charged 
too, that nothing would be done until after election.

Hard upon the 
heels of the British victory in Egypt came the news 
that an American expeditionary force, with British 
assistance, had opened a second front in French 
North Africa, quickly occupied Algiers, Oran and 
Casablanca, and is now speeding eastward for a 
junction with the British Eighth Army. 

Despite all these reasons for exultation over the 
improvement in the war effort in the last few 
months, Mr. Stokes appropriately quotes Mr. Church- 
ili: “This is not the end, It,is not even the begin- 
ning of the end. But it is, perhaps, the end of the 
beginning.” Mr. Roosevelt reminded his press con- 
ference the other day that there are peaks and 
valleys in war.

Secretary Hull’s policy toward Vichy. France has 
subjected him to the bitterest of criticism for the 
‘past year and more, but it is now clear that it has 
borne rich dividends and, from a military point of 
view, it was a masterpiece of strategy. It is only 
fair to say that Mr. Hull’s critics were animated by 
an earnest desire to oppose Hitlerism wherever it 
showed itself and, of course it had permeated the 
Vichy Government. 

Mr. Hull, however, was ieee a long-range and 
complicated game and he played it steadfastly and 
successfully despite the criticism. By maintaining 
diplomatic contact with the Vichy Government, the 
Secretary was keeping open certain channels of 
communication and intrigue which paved the way 
for the quick victories of our expeditionary force. 
If he had not done ‘so, thousands of American lives 
might have been lost in French Morocco; indeed, 
the expedition might have been a disastrous failure, 

By refusing to break off relations with Vichy, the 
President and Mr. Hull were able to send Admiral 
Leahy to the French capital, where, for long months, 
he was at a point of vantage from which he obtained 
the most valuable information. This information he 
is now able to use as the President’s Chief of Staff. 


By refusing to break off relations, we were able, 


to maintain consulates at Lyon, Marseille and Nice, 
in France proper, and at Tunis, Algiers, Dakar and 
Casablanca. All these were listening posts and 
American espionage centers. 

Mr, Hull played with Vichy as a cat plays with 
@ mouse, and that is how he was able to send the 
veteran career man of the State Department—Robert 
Daniel Murphy—to French North Africa, ostensibly 
to supervise the distribution of supplies from the 
United States, but actually to make friends for the 
United States among French officials and Arabs. 
Murphy was extraordinarily effective. He perhaps 
was worth a couple of battleships, a thousand air- 
planes and a host of invasion craft in his prepara- 
tion for the landing of Eisenhower's army with a 
minimum of opposition. At the end, Murphy’s zeal 
found him in jail in Algiers, but, as the Americans 
landed in triumph, Murphy was released to sit with 
Gen. Ryder to draw the armistice terms with the 
French, A dramatic ending to a great mission! 

So that, while on the surface, the Secretary of 
State appeared to be appeasing the Vichy puppets 
of Adolf Hitler, underneath the surface he was us- 
ing the crafty lore of a,Tennessee mountaineer to 
stalk his prey. He deserves high praise for staying 
resolutely on his course, though the criticism must 
have hurt him, and his well-meaning critics now 
see they were dead wrong and Hull was dead right. 
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VICTORY, IT’S WONDERFUL! 

A lot of interesting “sea changes” have occurred 
since the American invasion of North Africa. Not 
the least is the warm message from the Argentine 
Foreign Minister to Secretary Hull who says his 
country “watches with solidarity and interest the 
efforts made by the great and friendly United States 
in safeguarding the security of the Americas.” This 
from one of the two South American countries that 
refused to break with the Axis. Victory, it’s wonder- 
ful! 
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THE FACTS ABOUT COAL. 

There has been a lot of talk about a coal famine 
in St. Louis during the coming winter. Two suburbs 
were stampeded into letting down the bars of their 
anti-smoke ordinances. And a good many people in 
the city itself were made apprehensive when some 
dealers went to the City Hall and demanded that 
St. Louis do likewise. 

Under these circumstances, Mayor Becker did a 
very intelligent thing. He asked the Smoke Regu- 
lation Department and the Citizens’ Wartime Fuel 
Committee to find out the truth. As a result, two 
independent cross-section surveys. were made. Both 
disclosed the same set of facts. 

St. Louis is in a very good position so far as its 
coal supply is concerned. A little more than 60 
per cent of all the coal needed to heat the homes 
of the city is already in the bins. More than 25 
per cent of the city’s householders already’ have 
their full season’s supply on hand. More than 60 
per cent have one-half or more of their require- 
ment in the bin, Only about 2 per cent have no 
coal at all. 

The fact that about 50 per cent of the coal buy- 
ers received their supplies before the end of August 
meant that the dealers were not able to build up 
the usual stock piles during the summer. Thus, 
when the autumn buying flurry came, they had to 
meet it with their day-to-day shipments from the 
mines, This meant some delays in filling orders. 
The fact that deliveries were a good 100,000 tons 


ahead of last year, however, showed clearly that it. 


did not mean a shortage, however. 

Thus, there is no reason for scarce-talk and panic. 
Yet Mayor Becker makes a good point in publish- 
ing the details of the two surveys. St. Louis house- 
holders still need about 400,000 tons more of coal. 
In this time of war nothing in the future is abso- 
lutely certain. Therefore, the way to make sure 
of another clean winter—and a warm one—is to 
provide space for that.coal and to order it now.

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A USE IS DISCOVERED FOR GOLD. 

Everybody has been wondering for some years 
what the Government could ever find to do with all 
that hoarded gold, 22 billion dollars’ worth of it, 
buried at Fort Knox, Ky. Gold can’t be used in 
trade any more, it is suited for few industrial pur- 
poses, so the treasure trove has just been lying 
there, less useful in fighting the war than so much 
scrap metal. 

Now the news from North Africa discloses that 
something can be done with gold, after all. A supply 
of gold pieces accompanied our expeditionary force, 
and it ig proving.a good investment. When Arabs 
rescue flyers stranded in the desert, they get a 
gleaming yellow coin as a reward for taking them 
to safety. The tribesmen don’t understand English, 
and they have no respect whatever for a $10 bill, 
but gold speaks a universal language. The news is 
spreading across the dunes and oases that Americans 
are handing out gold in return for favors, and the 
results are said to be magical. 

This is a form of “dollar diplomacy” that all of 
us can approve. The nation’s gold hoard could per- 
form no better service than safeguarding the lives 
of American fighting men, ~~

social system after the war? The pri- 

vate enterprise of today is so different 
from its predecessors that a re-examination 
of its bases is certainly due. The teachings 
of the nineteenth-century philosophers are 
no longer adequate to explain it, for the 
thing they describe is not the thing we 
know today. 

The early philosophers of capitalism wrote 
of it as a highly competitive system. The 
laborer could not be exploited because em- 
ployers were fighting each other for his 
services. The entrepreneur was the servant, 
not the master, of the consumer. He could 
not charge exorbitant prices, or make ex- 
cessive profits. 

How different 1s this picture from the 
world we know today! Already before the 
war, the iron and steel industry, transport, 
textiles, shipbuilding and all our staple 
trades were riddled with price agreements, 
quotas or restrictions; in all the consumer 
had been dethroned. 

In each of our industries, one or two men 
can make decisions, whether for their own 
firms or for the cartels they dominate, which 
may raise prices beyond the reach of many 
consumers, May throw thousands out of 
work, may hold up technical progress and 
may throw out of gear all the plans for 
housing, schools and hospitals which some 
local authority has made. Today industry 
has lifted itself above the control of the 
market, without as yet bowing to any new 
social control. 

This may seem strange in the light of the 
popular belief that the. new developments 
are a great and praiseworthy step toward 
socia] control. Is it not desirable that man 
should learn to control his environment? 
And when business men come together to 
control the impersonal forces of the market, 
is this not man controlling his environ- 
ment? Once more there is a rivival of pro- 
posals for self-government in industry. Or, 
a more liberal variant, let the trade unions 
and employers together set up a committee 
to govern the industry,

W HAT is to be the framework of our 


* 

These are attractive proposals. They ap- 
peal to that within us which believes that 
co-operation is better than competition, and 
planning better than anarchy, But we must 
not be misled by specious phrases, 

Social control means something more 
than subjecting the individual business man 
to a committee of his fellows. It means that 
the framework within which an industry 
shall operate must not be set by itself. Self- 


government strengthens sectional interests, 


and permits them to set their own frame- 
work; even where it provides for monopoly 
gains to be shared equally between organ- 
ized labor and organized capital, it is the 
enemy, not the embryo, of social control. 

The second fundamental change is the 
separation of ownership from control, The 
Victorian philosopher thought of a firm 
as a unit in which the entrepreneur owned 
most of the capital. Limited liability has 
ended all that. In law the shareholder 
owns the business; in practice he has very 
little control o¥er it. Industry is run today 
by directors whose interests are not identi- 
cal with those of their shareholders. 

They have become a self-recruiting caste. 
Their earnings do not necessarily vary with 
the profits of the firms they direct: nor 
have they necessarily much capital invest- 
ed in the business. 

The individualist may remain complacent; 
he may say that if an entrepreneur is so 
successful as to become the dominating fig- 
ure in an industry, no one has any right to 
interfere with him. 

The individualist philosophy is, however, 
@ little fly-blown, Since its heyday men 


| 


have become more conscious of their social 
responsibilities. Institutions must stand or 
fall by the extent to which they are judged 
to be in the social interest. Power over so- 
ciety without control by society hag become 
as much an anachronism in the economic 
field in the twentieth century as it was 
judged an anachronism in the political field 
in the nineteenth. 

The right of private enterprise to do as 
it pleased was never a part of nineteenth- 
century philosophy. The economist saw it 
as subject to control by the social mechan- 
ism of the market. The free market and the 
state are alternative instruments of social 
control; where one is adequate, the other 
is unnecessary; they supplement each other. 
Nineteenth-century theory held that the 
market was an adequate control; state in- 
terference was therefore unnecessary and 
mischievous. Today monopoly confronts us 
everywhere; the “invisible hand” has gone, 

* . . 


Is there a future for private enterprise? 
It will be acceptable only if it becomes once 
more the servant and not the master. Can 
this transformation be made? The answer 
depends on whether or not we can restore 
the invisible hand. If competition can be 
restored, and if its restoration is desirable, 
the case for private enterprise stands firm- 
ly rooted in its efficiency and its unpar- 
alleled contribution to economic progress: 
But if such restoration be impossible or 
undesirable, private enterprise must give 
place to public control and public operation. 

What of the industries where the scale 
of operations negatives competitive con- 
trol? There private enterprise cannot be 
left untrammelled, Historically, the earliest 
form of control is for the legislature to fix 
maximum prices, A later form is to limit 
the profits of private companies, Next we 
evolved municipal enterprise and operation 
by Government departments. And now we 
have the public corporation. 

This last form of organization has' won 
great popularity, and is advocated from 
many quarters, Some of its advocates must 
be heard with suspicion. If the . railway 
shareholders were given fixed-interest-bear- 
ing Government stock at 3 per cent in ex- 
change for shares which now yield 1% per 
cent in good years, they would doubtless 
rejoice, as shareholders rejoiced when the 
London docks were nationalized. We must 
beware of the people who advocate ial- 
ism in order to make the world e for 
capitalists, 

Nevertheless, the advantages of this form 
of organization are beyond question, and 
it will doubtless be extended after the war 
in industries where monopoly is thought de- 
sirable. 

The field in which public operation is 
essential is wide, but it is not the whole 
country. Private enterprise may still find 
a wide range of industries where it would 
prove more efficient and more amenable to 
public taste than will the giant public trust. 
The future of private enterprise depends 
on our willingness to sée its limitations, 

If we do so, We can build the pete pi 
which will make it a powerful engine of 
democratic progress. If not, we fall into 
one of two extremes, Hither it will age 
us or we rid ourselvés of it entirely, vir- 
tues no less than faults, Nowhere else is 
the “British genius for compromise” more 
capable of good results.

Then things began to move very 
fast, and Rommel had to withdraw. 
He couldn’t withdraw his vehicle- 
less forces in the South. The 
withdrawal of his best troops in 
the North was tricky, and here 
another reason for the success of 
the Eighth Army emphasized itself 
to a particular degree: The co- 
ordination of the British and Amer- 
ican air forces with the ground 
forces. 

Less immediate but all-important 
factors contributing to the victory 
are: Russian resistance at Stalin- 
grad, which has permitted the Mid- 
dle East to concentrate on the des- 
ert front; the Battle of the At- 
lantic, which has permitted the 
Eighth Army to get the men and 
equipment it needed; the American 
trans-Atlantic air ferry service and 
trans-African air route; the peo- 
ple back home in America and 
Britain who are making material, 
ammunition, planes and ships, and 
the families which at present are 
doing without various commodities 
to speed up the war effort. 


Enemy’s Weaknesses. 

Then there were Rommel’s weak- 
nesses: Weakness in the air, short- 
age of fuel, shortage of vehicles, 
which hampered the mobility of 
his forces and made the transport 
of supplies difficult, the poorer 
quality of some of his troops (he 
has had to pad his units with fac- 
tory workers’ only recently in uni- 
form, with 17-year-old boys and 
with unreliable Poles and Slo- 
venes). 

Rommel has been hampered as 
well as aided by having the Italians 
as allies. The Italians have fought 
well, yet when things began to go 
wrong the subdued dislike of Ital- 
ians for Germans and vite versa 
generally flaved up. The animos- 
ity between the two allies is most 
evident when they are prisoners. 
When the offensive started, more- 
over, Rommel! had no new or secret 
weapons up his sleeve. The Ger- 
mans had increased armor and 
power on some of their Mark 4 
tanks, but this slowed them down 
and reduced their maneuverability. 
The British, on the other hand, 
had the American Sherman tank, 
big brother to the Gen Grant. The 
Gen. Sherman’s main feature is the 
75-mm. gun in the turret. 
Gen. Rommel’s Afrika Korps is 
about finished. For Gen. Mont- 
gomery’s victorious army, its pres- 
ent advance into Libya may be 
only the first of future successes.

HERE is France? Is it in 
W Vichy, downtrodden by Nazi 

boots, with its chief, the once 
popular old marshal, now the vic- 
tim of events he couldn’t foresee 
or forestall? Is France in Allied- 
occupied Algiers with the formerly 
anti-British, anti-American Ad- 
miral Darlan as its leader? Or is 
it in London with Gen. Charles De 
Gaulle or in Morocco with Gen. 
Henri Giraud, toward whom the 
majority of Frenchmen now are 
anxiously looking? 

There are the questions being 
asked today by all Frenchmen here 
and doubtless by most of their 
fellow countrymen in France, All 
these now count on England and 
America to help them see a little 
clearer the destinies of their coun- 
try and themselves, Most of them 
feel already that too much time 
has been wasted in the Allied camp 
in forming a new French govern- 
ment and that the discussions now 
taking place between Darlan and 
Giraud, as the representative of 
De Gaulle, are completely unnec- 
essary. 

Nazis Apply Pressure. 

Vichy announced last night that 
Marshal Henri Philippe Petain had 
been closeted all day with Pierre 
Laval, tackling the problems aris- 
ing from the total cccupation of 
France and that France was “con- 
tinuing.” This communique un- 
doubtedly was intended to pave the 
way for this morning’s announce- 
ment of the complete rejection by 
Vichy of Darlan’s negotiations at 
Algiers. 

The Germans have clearly ex- 
erted all possible pressure on Pe- 
tain to obtain this declaration as 
quickly as possible in order to 
“clarify the situation.” 

The Nazis also are trying to per- 
suade the Vichy government to 
move to Versailles where it will 
evade the pernicious influence of 
Vichy surroundings—as if this per- 
nicious influence could now com- 


pete with Nazi intrigue. 

Breaks With Brazil. 

Diplomatic relations between 
France and Brazil were broken 
yesterday following the search of 
the Brazilian embassy by the Ges- 
tapo for “important documents” 
which they failed to fimd. China 
is now the only Allied nation repre- 
sented in Vichy, but a break is ex- 
pected soon, 


Meanwhile, German occupation 
proceeds in “free France,” as it is 
still labeled in Vichy communiques. 
Arrests of “suspects” have been re- 
ported throughout the once un- 
occupied zone, The guard on the 
Swiss border has been reinforced 
to prevent refugees from trying to 
ecape to this haven of freedom. 

Large-scale requisitioning of 
scanty food. supplies in the free 
zone also is taking place. Berlin

Strange Case of 


Admiral Balan

NE of the most engaging mysteries of the Vichy Government is 
provided by the apparent about-face of Admiral Jean Darlan, 
once regarded as one of the most violently anti-British followers 


By accident.or design, Darlan now has become a prisoner of the 


Allied forces and is sitting at their counci] tables in Algiers. 


He has 


ordered the French to cease hostilities, and has appealed to the 
French fleet to sail from Toulon to North Africa, 


These developments, viewed 
against the background of the past 
two years, furnish a fascinating 
subject for speculation. 

Was he really sincere in his 
collaboration or was he carrying 
on a gigantic piece of play-act- 
ing? 


Paradoxical Actions. 

Consider the case: One day he is 
denouncing the British for their 
invasion of Madagascar and by 
inference the United States as 
well for its support of that action, 
labelling the British “highway 
robbers” and condemning “Anglo- 
Saxons” in general. 

Now he apparently is persuaded 
that a better course is to accept 
the Allied successes in French ter- 
ritory, and is convinced the United 
States has no territorial ambitions 
and that France will ultimately 
rise again. Thus he urges the 
military co-operation of other 
Frenchmen with the United Na- 
tions, 

One day he is talking bitterly of 
a possible Allied invasion of Dakar 
and French West Africa. Three 
weeks later he is conferring with 
the men whom, he had told the 
world, he would fight in defense 
of the French Empire. 

He talks to Hitler and Ribben- 
trop and other Nazis. For months 
he shuttles between Vichy and 
Paris, between Petain and Pierre 
Laval and the Nazi eonquerors, 


Now he turns to the men intent on 
crushing Hitler. 


Held Fast to Fleet. 


Only one thing seems to stand 
out consistently in those two and 
a half years during which he held 
the British to be his foes. That 
was his determination never to 
surrender the fleet to the Ger- 
mans. He might say openly he 
hated the British and term the 
British blockade of France “im- 
becile,” but he would never per- 
mit the séizure of the fleet, and he 
inspected it regularly. 


“T assume full responsibility for 
French interests in Africa,” he 
said in his broadcast last Friday, 
adding that he had “the approval 
of American authorities with 
whom I count on assuring the de- 
fense of North “Africa.” 


Defenders of Darlan’s activities 
long have argued that some meas- 
ure of collaboration was necessary 
and that he was a magnificent ex- 
ponent of the tactics of stalling 
while awaiting the proper moment 
to throw in France’s lot with the 
Allies, The German victory, which 
many Frenchmen once ‘expected, 
would-explain in part both his at- 
titude and that of Marshal Petain, 
who unlike Laval, has never pub- 
licly voiced the hope of a German 
triumph, ‘ 
Never in Sea Fight. 

While the French fleet was close 
to Darlan’s heart, he had never 
been with it during a major con- 


flict at sea. 
It was on land that he served 


France in the First World War, 
commanding, from 1914 to 1918, a 
naval battery which twice helped 
to save Verdun. He fought on the 
Marne, at Champagne, Flanders 
and Salonika, and was repeatedly 
cited for marksmanship, coolness, 
energy and decisiveness, 


His seamanship, however, is 
superb. In 1932, during Mediter- 
ranean maneuvers, the fleet was 
given the task of trapping a 
10,000-ton “enemy” warship which 
was “raiding” merchantmen. The 
ships searched for three days, and 
the 10,000-tonner finally put into 
port undiscovered. It was the 
Flagship Foch with Darlan aboard. 

His great grandfather, a gunner, 
was killed at the Battle of Trafal- 
gar, a French defeat. His grand- 
father also was a sailor; his fa- 
ther, a politician, who once served 
as Minister of Justice. 


Darlan served extensively at sea 
in the Orient and entered the 
French Admiralty in 1925, He was 
France’s naval expert at the Lon- 
don conference of 1930 by which he 
was a Rear Admiral. Later he 
was made commander of the fleet 
and given the pew rank of Ad- 
miral—he had been a Vice-Admi- 
ral, 


Some people attributed his 
avowed hatred of the British to 
their attack on the French war- 
ships off Oran July 4, 1940, when 
the British feared the vessels 
would go to the Axis. The abortive 
assault on Dakar by British and 
Free French forces was considered 
as having deepened this open dis- 
trust and dislike. 


A short man with a bald spot 
atop his head, he ran the Navy 
with a firm hand. He enjoyed 
Petain’s implicit trust. 

With his wife he lived in Vichy. 
His son was, and presumably still 
is, in the French Navy, | 


Recently in Africa. 


On Sept. 26 there were Axis re- 
ports that the Allies were planning 
an attack on Dakar. These were 
followed by others that Darlan 
had had a long conference with 
Gen. Nogues, French commander 
in Morocco. The meeting place 
was not disclosed, but it was as- 
sumed to be in Africa. 

In any case Darlan later visited 
Dakar and then inspected French 
military defenses along the great 
stretch of northwest coast. He 
might have been in that area when 
Gen: Clark and his commando-led 
force madé their trip, which Lieut. 
Gen, Dwight D, Eisenhower said 
was three weeks before the occu- 
pation began. 

Dispatches from Africa and from 
Washington did not mention Dar- 
lan’s name. The War Department 
said Clark had conferred with 
representatives of Gen. Henri Ho- 
nore..Giraud, the French officer 
who escaped from a German prison 
and who, since then, hag been or- 
ganizing a North African French 
army to co-operate with the Allies. 

Whether Darlan was cognizant of 
these developments ig not publicly, 
known. 

But at any rate he was in Algiers 
when the Americans triumphantly 
entered and he lost little time in 
announcing his new stand.

The importance at- 
tached to these orders is indicated 
by the presence at the meeting of 
a representative of the Italian Min- 
istry of the Interior and Fascist 
party Secretary Vidussoni, 


‘The Mailed Fist.’ 


At the second meeting, held at 
the Palazzo Braschi and attended 
by the Rome section of the Fascist 
party, the local party Secretary 
Colesanti instructed group leaders 
to use both the mailed fist and the 
velvet glove in efforts to extend 
their influence 

All defeatist elements and spread- 
ers of false rumors, Colesanti de- 
clared, should be proceeded against 
with “merciless severity” and, if 
necessary, “rendered harmless.” 
He added that the Fascist party, 
“in the’ present critical situation,” 
should concern itself more than 
ever with the needs of the broad 
masses. The Italian people must 
be made to regard the party cells 
and groups as centers of assistance 
in their troubles, he declared, 


Meanwhile, Fascist propagan- 
'dists, presumably at a loss how 
to inform .the public of the present 
course of events, are adopting 
what they term “tactics of silence.” 
The enemy, they explain, must 
learn nothing from Italian reports, 


Told of Occupations. 

Such is the “officia] silence” that 
the Munich meeting of Hitler, 
Ciano and Laval was never men- 
tioned in the Italian press. The 
Italians have been told, however, 
that their troops have occupied 
Nice and Corsica while Axis forces 
have landed in Tunisia. Signifi- 
cantly; however, they have not 
been informed of the Axis assur- 
ances to France that these are de- 
fensive measures only and that the 
Axis has no intention of annexing 
these territories, 


Clearly the Fascist propagan- 
dists want the people to believe 
that, at long last, Italy’s claims 
against France have been satisfied, 
It is apparently the only consola- 
tion they can offer as, with the 
turning of the Mediterranean tide,

ESCAPE FROM PHILIPPINES 


Fugitives Set Out on a a 
Trip to Australia in : Leaky Boat 


Engine Breaks Down So They Make Sails > 


From Flour Sacks—Narrowly Miss Being} tn, 
Found by Jap Patrols. 


The two United States Army officers who wouldn’t surren- 


der when the Philippines fell, finally meet each other face 
to face and start on their: hazardous journey. Today, Capt. 
Damon Gause picks up the thread of the story. 3

LOYD OSBORNE was the worst-looking physical Leeitdea I 
L have ever seen when he came staggering out of ‘the Luzon jungles 

that day. Thin, emaciated and tired, he had been fighting malaria 
for weeks without quinine. The little supply I had gathered from 
the various villages I had visited while eluding the Japs on Luzon 
couldn’t have been put to better use. We immediately set about 
planning our escape. It was a big and discouraging task. First we 
needed a boat. We needed money to buy supplies, too—sufficient 
supplies to last us for perhaps weeks at sea, 

In the days that followed we learned; from the natives, of # 
certain merchant on a certain island who had a boat for ‘sale.’ Now 
we needed money. It was Lloyd who planned our master strategy 
to get the necessary funds, 


Through friends, both of us had / 
again been equipped with army re- 
volvers and we determined to put 
them to good use. Borrowing 4 
native banca one night, we sailed 
to an island where we knew the 
Japs had a lighthouse. They had 
appropriated our islands and our 
supplies. All right, we would take 
theirs. We got the drop on the 
five Filipinos who were conscript- 
ed by the Japs to guard the light- 
house, and Lloyd watched them 
while I checked over the Japanese 
booty we had just captured. 

There was considerable petro- 
leum and about 81 tins of kero- 
sene. Also we got an American 
flag, a Jap flag—which was later 
to save our lives—and a roll of 
Manila hemp. Now our problem 
was to get it.transported to a 
point where we could sell it. Again 
our guns came in handy. By some 
well executed gestures which ade- 
quately explained their fate if co- 
operation was not forthcoming, we 
were able to assemble an armada 
of five native boats and a veritable 
construction gang of Filipino na- 
tives to aid in moving the bulky 
stores from lighthouse to boat. We 
forced our captives to sail our boat 
to our rendezvous point and then 
to unload it for us. There wasn’t 
time for arguing with them, either 
—we were in territory very much 
occupied by the Japs. 

Loaded to the gunwales with our 
supplies, we set out with our ar- 
mada to “horse trade” our petro- 
leum and kerosene for a boat. It 
was a harder job than we had an- 
ticipated. No Filipino wanted to 
be directly connected with the sale 
or purchase of anything by Amer- 
icans. We couldn’t blame them; 
the Japs were entirely too close to 
them for comfort. 

By peddling our gasoline and 
kerosene from village to village, 
however, we were finally able to 
dispose of it. Then, with the 
safety of night protecting our 
under-cover transaction, we pur- 
chased the all-important boat from 
the worried inhabitant of a village 
that was already well under Japa- 
mese domination. With night still 
sheltering us, we put to sea, anx- 
ious to put as many miles as pos- 
sible between us and our recent 
“operations.” 


Strange Sailors. 


We were probably the strangest 
sailors who ever set out on a jour- 
ney which finally carried us almost 
3000 miles. In the beginning, the 
vessel was intended to have a crew 
of five; there were two of us. 
Lioyd had never been on a boat 
in his life, with the exception of 
the transport which took him to 
the Philippines. I knew nothing 
about running :a boat, either, ex- 
cept that I had done some catboat 
sailing. With those qualificatioons 
I was elected commander of all sea 
operations, while Lloyd would fill 
a similar role whenever we were 
engaged in shore duties. 

It would have been a magnifi- 
cent schedule except for our unfor- 
tunate selection of the craft in 
which we planned to escape. About 
22 feet long, it was a motor sailer 
—except that it had no sails; and 
its motor, a Swedish Diesel, was 
in a sad condition. We found out 
that the average days for labor for 
our motor were two out of three. 
It was monsoon weather when we 
made plans for our escape and the 
Philippines were under the full 
force of a gale which roared in 
from the China Sea on the night 
we sailed from our Philippine ren- 
dezvous. 

We made one attempt to negoti- 
ate the coral-ridden, dangerously 
narrow passage out of our seacoast 
village, but we were forced back 
as we entered the rough channel 
when our motor—which we had 
nicknamed “Little Swede”—began a 
wracking cough which suggested 
momentary breakdown, “Little 
Swede” couldn’t be trusted to get 
us anywhere. We returned to the 
quiet lagoon, anchored our boat in 
a protecting cove and Lloyd and I 
re-entered the village to requisi- 
tion material for sails. 

We found in one of the native 
shops a collection of old flour 
sacks. There was .nothing else 
available and the sacks would have 
to do. For hours we sat on the 
beach cutting up the flour sacks 
into sails. 
Those flour sacks were one impor- 
tant reason we reached Australia; 
they carried us safely from the 
Philippines to Anzacland. 

When our sails were in place, we 
discovered that our vessel, which 
we had named the Ruth Lee, had|mo 
a bottom not unlike a sieve. Near- 
ly a foo} of water had been

the p: . After we had 


Lloyd and I worked nearly ll 
night, using pieces of driftwood 
to plug up what seemed to be hun- 
dreds of holes, and bailing out the 
ship. Then, with dawn still a few 
hours away, we returned to our 
village. We “requisitiooned” a can 
of paint, mixed it liberally with 
sand and dirt and did a splotchy 
but effective job of ob hatiaan dict 
the Ruth Lee. 

At last, with the first dene of 
a stormy dawn and with seas 
smashing through the narrow pas- 
sage with new fury, we set sail. 
We were almost torn to bits by 
the storm. The Ruth Lee writhed 
and pitched like a dying snake. 
With sails and motor, our craft 
was capable of eight knots, yet 
for nearly an hour we stood still 
in the raging passage. The rising 
sun brought a momentary lull in 
the storm and we were able to sail 
on to the blue sea—a safer place 
for landlubbers unused to negotiat- 
ing ships in and out of coral pas- 
sages. 

Hugging the coast and hiding in 
coves during the day, we pushed 
steadily southward. Once, just at 
dawn, a Japanese patrol boat 
roared into the cove where we were 
settled. Our splotchy camouflage 
must have served its purpose, for 
the Japs didn’t even notice us. 
Finally we reached the isolated 
port we had chosen as our jump- 
ing-off place for the trip to Aus- 
tralia. 


Good Luck. 

dt was there, for the first time, 
that good fortune came our way. 
The natives were in mourning 
over the apparently imminent 
death of the youngster of one of 
the area’s “first families.” Lloyd 
offered to examine him and the 
worried villagers gave immediate 
approval. The diagnosis was sim- 
ple—malaria in its most advanced 
form. We combed the village for 
a proper compound to use in 
hypodermic form for the young- 
ster. If we could get it to him in 
time, the injections, which we 
could make with a syringe we 
carried on the Ruth Lee, plus our 
small supply of quinine, would 
save the lad’s life. 

We were successful in the search 
and Lloyd injected the native 
youth that afternoon, following up 
the injections with continuous 
quinine treatments. Five days 
later the patient had almost com- 
pletely recovered. That established 
our reputation not only in that 
particular village but in any other 
village we might visit on the voy- 
age through the Philippines Archi- 
pelago. “Bamboo Wireless” would 
do the trick. We were hailed as 
saviors by the simple, kindly native 
folk. 

We killed a wild pig, boiled it 
and preserved it in a tight can 
with which the natives provided 
us. We dried other chunks of 
meat to be used on the voyage 
and we had uninterrupted days to 
ready our small vessel for the 
hazardous trip. We were like 
white gods to the natives, and 
their unselfish help greatly speed- 
ed our departure. We still lacked 
much but at least we were ready 
to start on the first leg of our 
ocean trip. 

On the night of August 14, with 
a silent prayer, we weighed 
anchor, We were like two boys, 
off on their first expedition, We 
had worked for months for this 
moment and the longer we had 
worked, the more enthused we had 
become, This was our chance, 
probably our only chance for the 
freedom for which we both had 
suffered like hunted animals. We 
gave ourselves a fifty-fifty chance 
of making it safely, but those were 
better than even odds when com- 
pared to the odds we had to ac- 
cept from the Japs. 


Grim Outlook. 

We sailed through the _ storm- 
ridden China seas for three days 
until we put in at our first port 
of call, where we hoped to replen- 
ish our fuel supplies and stock 
enough food to last us for the re- 
mainder of the voyage. It took ev- 
ery cent we had to purchase what 
was needed. The Pacific block- 
ade was vitally affecting the little 
village. One can of oil cost us 
$11, while sardines sold at 60 cents 
per tin, 

We decided to buy a clock, too, 
and a 98cent drug-store alarm 
clock with a missing minute d 
cost us $10. At that monient our 
chances for a successful escape 
looked the most discouraging they 
ever had. Our boat was leaking 
constantly: We were without 

money and we had to go on, know- 
ing that we were running the risk 
of meeting the full force of a dev- 
astating China Sea typhoon at any 
time. But we sailed that night— 
neither of us bad the slightest

The old L. C. McLain Orthopedic 
Sanitarium at 901-17 Aubert, re- 
cently converted into a low-cost 
hotel, has been purchased by Mr.

MINNEAPOLIS, Nov. 14 (AP). 
—Minnesota’s unpredictable foot- 
ball team was decidedly “up” to- 
day and trounced Iowa, 27 to 7, 
to virtually eliminate the Hawk- 
eyes from any chance of sharing 
the Western Conference title.

It was a slightly humbled Hitler 
who gave credit only a few weeks 
ago to some more potent force 
than his own intuitive military 
genius for that 1941 escape. He 
capped the admission, however, 
r| with assurances to,his German lis- 
teners that he, not providence, had 
seen to it that there would be no 
repetition of that dread winter of 
1941 for Germany.

Yet this November, winter is 
again upon Hitler’s armies in an 
unconquered Russia. Moreover, 
American-British forces of ever 
expanding size and power are con- 
isifronting him from across the 
Mediterranean. A complete Axis 
rout in Africa is in the making. 
Italy, the soft “under belly” of the 
Axis dragon, is exposed to Allied 
attack. 

Hitler’s vaunted air power ‘has 
failed to protect German cities 
from a terrible air drubbing. His 
U-boats have wrought mightily at 
sea but not mightily enough. The 
presence in French Africa of a 
great American-British Army

To meet the emergency, Axis 
armies are again on the march in 


France and the Balkans, not to

Reaction in Other Theaters. 

Pacific repercussions of the 
changed war scene in Europe and 
the Near and Middle East also are 
yet to be fully assessed. The effect 
on India cannot yet be appraised, 
but the hope that the hour for re- 
conquest of Burma from the Jap- 
anese has been brought a long 
stride closer is justified. 

The one outstanding fact in the 
Pacific war theater traceable to 
the new developments for the Axis 
in Russia and the Mediterranean 
this November is that Hitler’s Jap- 
anese accomplice also has failed 
him. At the moment when he 
most needs a Far Eastern diver- 
sion—a Japanese assault in Siberia 
or a Japanese power thrust at 
Australia or its ocean life lines— 
Japan has appeared to be up to 
now too busy with defense to 
answer his pleas. The weekend, 
however, brought an announcement 
from Berlin that heads of all Jap- 
anese missions to Europe had been 
assembled in the German capital 
since Nov. 10. Such a parley at 
this time suggests that Hitler is 
renewing pressure on his Japanese 
ally. 

Just what all the swift develop- 
ments of this November will add 
up to is beyond conjecture. The 
war is not over, but it has turned 
a significant corner.

stroyer Was Unconscious 


for 10 Days.

AN ADVANCE BASE, South Pa- 
cific, Nov, 14 (AP).—An ensign, 
yelled “Torpedo wake!” when he* 
saw a Japanese “tin fish” head 
toward the United States aircraft

Two Ensigns and two enlisted 
men told yesterday from hospital 
beds of their narrow escape from 
the flaming Wasp after it was 
torpedoed by Japanese submarines 
in the Solomons Sept. 15. 

Ensign John Jenks Mitchell of 
West Point, N. Y., was the one 
who saw a torpedo coming and 
shouted the warning. That’s the 
last he remembered. Afterwards 
he was told the explosion directly 
beneath him lifted him 30 feet and 
deposited him 50 feet away on the 
wing of the bridge. He suffered 
a broken leg and head injuries. 

When the four were taken from 
the sea by a destroyer they were 
not expected to survive their 
burns, but now they are making 
steady improvement and ate look- 
ing forward to joining another 
ship. 

Lieut. Commander Courtney 
Shands of Kirkwood, Mo., and 
another officer tied Mitchell to a 
stretcher, then tied the stretcher 
to a rubber boat and lowered him 
into the sea. The boat overturned 
at once, leaving Mitchell face 
down.

U. S. COURT UPHOLDS RULING 
BY NLRB FOR AFL UNION 


The United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Chicago has upheld 
a ruling by the National Labor 
Relations Board in favor of the 
AFL International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union in its dispute with 
the Aintree Corporation, manufac- 
turers of underwear at Fairfield, 
IlL, Morris Levin, attorney for the 
union, told a Post-Dispatch report- 
er yesterday. ? 

Hearings in the disputé were 
completed in May, 1941, and the 
NLRB gave its decision last Dec, 
31. A ruling by the Court of Ap- 
peals was necessary to put the 
order in effect, and Levin said a 
majority opinion upheld the board’s 
findings on every point. 

These included provisions that 
a company union, known as the 
“Better Union,” be dissolved; that, 
an empolye, Mina Hale, discharged, 
the union alleged, because of union 
activities in December, 1940, be re- 
instated and given back pay; and 
that the company post notices say- 
ing it will not interfere with union 
organization. The ruling also en- 
joined the firm from interfering 
with union activities.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (AP). 
—Here are answers, based upon 
official statements and estimates, 
to questions on the effect of the 
‘teen-age draft law: 

Q. How many 18- and 19-year- 


olds will be eligible for military 
service? 

A. Approximately 2,400,000 regis- 
tered last June 30 and another 
1,800,000 who have reached 18 since 
then or will do so during the next 
year will probably be registered 
Jan. 1, 1944. 

Q. Will they be drafted? 

A. No. Many . of the June 30 
registrants have already reached 
20.and been. inducted, many more 
have volunteered for the Army, 
Navy, Marines or Coast Guard or 
enrolled im reserve units, many are 
physically unfit, and some will be 
deferred on occupational or de- 
pendency grounds. : 

Percentage for Fighting Forces. 

Q. How many actually will enter 
the fighting forces? 

A. About 800,000 to 900,000 physi- 
cally fit men who have not volun- 
teered are left over from the June 
30. registrations, and about 1,275,- 
000 other physically fit ‘teen-agers 
should register during 1943, Most 
of them are expected to enlist or 
be drafted. 

Q. How far will they go toward 
satisfying the foreseeable, require- 
ments of the military services? 

A. They should furnish’ more 
than two million of the four and 
one-half million men needed by the 
end of next year to give the United 
States an Army of seven and one- 
half million, a Navy of one and 
one-half million, and a Marine and

Effect on Colleges.

Louis was trained for the Vet- 

eran’s Hospital, No. 92, on Arse- 

nal street (now used by the Ma- 
rines). One of that first St. 
Louis group was Mrs. Roy A. 
Winzenburg whose son was the 
first Missouri officer to be 
wounded in World War I. Mrs. 
Winzenburg has continued her 
work with the Gray Ladies over 
a 24-year period. Present chair- 
man of the Gray Ladies now 
working at Veteran’s Hospital, 
No. 92, is Mrs. George W. Miche. 

When Army hospitals are ex- 
panded beyond their present ca- 
pacity, other Gray Ladies will 
be trained to meet the needs of 
patients. At the moment, there 
is no plan to organize another 
group in St. Louis until after 
Jan. 1, 

The requirements of the serv- 
ice are strict. Each applicant 
is judged for her temperamental 
suitability for hospital work. 


‘experience and special aptitudes. 
The lecture course, conducted by 
Red Cross officials and Army 
doctors, covers hospital ethics, 
medicine, surgery, dentistry, di- 
etetics, occupational therapy and 
recreation. In the course. recent- 
ly completed, all but three lec- 
tures were given at Jefferson 
Barracks. Frequently two lec- 
tures were given on the same 
yday. 

The Gray Ladies who now are 
serving their probationary peri- 
od are required to spend one aft- 
ernoon a week at the Jefferson 
Barracks hospital. Their hours 
of work are from 1 to 4 o’clock 
every week day afternoon. 
Transportation is solved largely 
by the Red Cross Motor Corps 
which supplies an ambulance, 
known as the Green Dragon, The 
ambulance leaves a central point 
every day soon after noon and 
returns there after the Gray La- 
dies have finished their work in 
the hospital.

But | Want Dwight to Do His Best.’

One of the favorite stories about 
Dwight Eisenhower that the gang 
around Joner’s Place has to tell is 
about his fight with a professional 
boxer. That happened while he 
was home on vacation from West 
Point. 

While he was at the academy, 
Abilene had become excited about 
a Negro fighter, a home town 
heavyweight who had knocked out 
about éverybody he’d faced in Kan- 
sas. He was a big fellow, who 
worked as a porter in the barber 
shop when he wasn’t fighting in 
the ring or training in the base- 
ment of the local clothing and 
sporting goods store. 


Dwight, who had been winning 
laurels himself as a boxer at West 
Point, came home for his vacation, 
and, as was his custom, got out 
of uniform into old clothes and 
made for the barber shop to chew 
the fat with the boys. As he re- 
clined in the barber chair, enjoying 
a shave, the cadet was informed 
at length about the local Negro 
boxer, and the fighter-porter him- 
self put in an occasional boastful 
word in his own behalf. 


When his shave was finished, 
Dwight stepped from the chair and 
suggested that they go across the 
street where he would put on the 
gloves with the Negro. In half a 
minute everybody but one unhappy 
barber who had to keep the shop, 
was rushing over to the champ’s 
gym in Steri Brothers’ basement. 


The barber left behind was not 
alone long. In five minutes they 
were carrying the Negro back in. 
Eisenhower had knocked him out 
in the second round. 

Since those days Abilene has not 
seen Dwight Eisenhower often. His 
military duties have kept him 
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WHEN DWIGHT AND HIS BROT 


away, but he has taken advantage 
of every opportunity to come home 
to visit his parents and see his 
friends. He has never forgotten 
any of them, the home folks report 
proudly, and can recognize a face 
on the street as promptly as when 
he lived there.

HE General’s closest friends 
Tow are men several years olde1 

than himself, who encouraged 
and helped him gain an appoint- 
ment to West Point, or who write 
him regularly about the doings in 
Abilene and go to call on his moth- 
er when he cannot get home for 
long periods. He flew to Abilene 
several times during his father’s 
critical illness over the past year 
and a half, but was unable to attend 
his father’s funeral when: he died 
last March. The General was en- 
gaged in maneuvers in Washington 
State, and could not leave, When 
one of his brothers, Roy, died 
shortly thereafter, Dwight was en 
route to England. 


Among his closest friends now 
are Arthur Hurd, whose legal 
firm has been in business in Abi- 
lene since shortly after the close 
of the Civil War, and Charlie 
Chase, a retired business man. 
Then there were William and Os- 
car Sterl, operators of the cloth- 
ing store where the famous boxing 
bout was held. There is C. M. 
Harger, editor of The Abilene Re- 
flectoe-Chronicle, who will be 80 
years old this January, but who 
still likes to sneak out to a little- 
used highway and drive his Pack- 
ard 65 and 70 miles an hour. 


When he comes home for a visit, 
the General usually gathers with 
this group for a half hour or so of 
discussion each morning at Joner’s 
Place, which is operated by an- 
other friend of long standing, B.

L. “Joner” Callahan, former “cow-

Joner is a long, lean individual 
with a happy expression and a 
shock of gray hair hanging over 
one eye. He dispenses beer, cokes, 
magazines, pencils, candy bars and 
ready-packed sandwiches, usually 
yelling, “comin’ up” as he takes 
the order. 


There is no particular reason 
why he’s called the “cowboy May- 
or.” He once was Mayor, but he 
never was a cowboy. Joner just 
thought “cowboy Mayor” sounded 
good, this coupled with the fact 
that Abilene was the first terminus 
of the old cattle trail from Texas 
and also because the second police- 
man ever employed by Abilene was 
the fabulous “Wild Bill” Hickok. 

Joner regards “Ike” Hisenhower 
as a greater figure than Hickok, in 
the history of Abilene. 


Back last summer when Abilene 
heard about Eisenhower's appoint- 
ment as head of the United States 
forces in Europe, the Chamber of 
Commerce held an “Eisenhower 
day.” All the flags were hung out 


and a rally was conducted in the 


City Park (improved urder the 
recent administration of Mayor 
Joner Callahan). There were 
speeches and songs, and the Gen- 
eral’s mother sat on the speaker’s 
platform. More recently the Abi- 
lene Rotary Club voted the Gen- 
eral an honorary membership. 

Not long after Eisenhower went 
to England, somebody in Abeline 
saw in the Chicago Sun a full page 
photograph of the General, and 
promptly informed the Chamber 
of Commerce, which ordered a 
batch. They now. adorn virtually 
every shop, store and office win- 
dow in Abilene. 

There’s one hanging above the 
soda bar at Joner’s Place, and the 
proprietor has a good stock of 
extra ones put away in a drawer. 
When a picture becomes soiled or 
fly-specked, he intends to replace 
it with a fresh one. 


One also hangs in the office of 
Attorney Hurd, along with ancient 
prints of John Marshall, Black- 
stone and the United States Su- 
preme Court. Hurd, a spry little 
man with sharp eyes keeps -it 
there entirely out of friendship, 
and not because he likes the pic- 
ture. 

Seated in his huge, high-backed 
swivel chair, Hurd recently wrote 
to the General an account of the 
coming of the pictures. “They are 
the worst pictures of you I have 
ever seen,” penned the attorney. 
“It shows you with a mouth like 
Joe E. Brown and features like 
nobody at all. However,” he add- 
ed more favorably, “it is a splen- 
did picture of a uniform.” 

A few weeks later the critic re- 
ceived the following reply from 
Eisenhower: 

“Te it is in order, I will apologize 
for the appearance of the picture 
pogter you tell me about as float- 
ing around Abilene. The artist 
may have done a bum job, but, 
after all, he didn’t have a hell of 


a lot to start working on. Any- 
way, what was the occasion for 
the picture? Am I supposed to be 
selling a particular brand of cigar- 
ettes, or is the war-bond drive 
still on?” 


“And that,” Hurd said, thump- 
ing a copy of the letter, “shows 
you just how naive he is. He can’t 
see why anybody should want to 
display his picture, or think he is 
a great man.”

HEN Eisenhower visits with 
Wiis friends in Abilene, he likes 

best to talk about the old days, 
but, if pressed, will tell something 
of his doings and about world hap- 
penings. Paul Royer, one of his 
high school classmates, recalled 
that back in 1940 or ’41, Hisenhower 
arrived in town in a great rage. 


“He had just gotten off the train 
and it must have been full of iso- 
lationists,” Royer said. “He was 
boiling mad over the apathy of 
our people. He said people ought 
to learn what the hell was going 
on; that Japan had been preparing 
for war for 10 years, and that they 
were going to jump on us one of 
these days and we'd have nothing 
to fight ’em with. He said he had 
intended retiring that year and 
moving back to Abilene, but that 
he had decided not to because this 
country soon would need every 
soldier it could scrape up.” 

Mrs. Eisenhower reports that one 


of her son’s chief interests when 


he visits at home is. the pantry. 
“When he or any of my other boys 
come back, the first thing they 
always do is to look for something 
to eat. They want me to fix them

NEW ORLEANS, Nov, 14. 


EW ORLEANS is America’s last stronghold against the 

vitamin. It is the one town left where the cooking is based 

on taste, not on whether it is so healthful that it will make 
you feel like page 31 in Physical Culture Magazine and able te 
lick™ weight in Macfaddens 
and wildcats. 
Vitamins A, B, C, D, E, F, G and 
all their brothers give New Orleans 
a wide berth, because word has 
gone out as to what happens to 
them here. Chefs of other cities 
stand in awe of the vitamin. They 
treat him as if he were a royal 
prince with a weak heart. He is 
not boiled enough to hurt him, and 
they never let the poor little fellow 
get fried. His original character is 
preserved at all costs. 

Peuk get gee 

Not so, way down yonder 
in New Orleans. ‘The chefs here give the vitamin 
going over that makes a police third degree seem like a 
christening. They slap him in the face with sauces. They 
frizzle, fry and fricassee him. When he yells “uncle,” 
they shut him up with a chunk of butter, a cupful of 
cream, and a dash of cognac. When they get through 
with the vitamin he won’t make your muscles grow, 
but he’ll make your taste buds break into bloom, 
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IT’S A FOOLHARDY thing for a man of my dimensions to 
come to New Orleans. A few more days here and I'll be in the 
market for some of ex-President Taft’s old trousers, if they are 
still in the family estate. This is the one town where a man can 
watch himself gain weight. 


You don’t have to hop on and off scales to check your 
weight. It’s a visual process here. You can look in a mirror 
and with your own eyes see yourself broaden. I left the hotel 
yesterday in a suit that fit me perfectly, and when I returned 
after dinner in the evening it was touch and go as to whether I 
would be able to peel that tiny suit off of myself, 
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THE MAJOR DISTINCTION of New Orleans dishes is that 
no matter what you order you have to eat for upwards of half 
an hour before you have eaten to the thing you ordered.

(which is one of our best sources 
of protein) is not to be had, it 
would be advisable to plan the 
main dish with fish, eggs or cheese. 


OYSTER OMELET. 

Six eggs, four tablespoons milk, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon white pepper, two table- 
spoons butter, one cup cream 
sauce, one pint oysters, finely 
minced parsley. 

Beat eggs well with milk, salt 
and pepper. Melt butter in large 
omelet pan, tilting the pan so that 
the melted butter will coat the 
sides of the pan. Pour in eggs 
and as they begin to set ‘take a 
spatula and lift the edges so the 
uncooked egg can reach the bot- 
tom of the pan. Use the spatula 
in this fashich until the top of 
omelet is set and bottom of omelet 
is slightly browned. In the mean- 
time have ready one cup of me- 
dium cream sauce and in a sep- 
arate sauce pan poach the oysters 
in their own liquor for five min- 
utes.

The meat is ground, boiled down 
and placed in crocks for future 
use. For serving, a portion is tak- 
en from the crock and warmed in. 
a little water. Mrs. Eisenhower 
says it is the best eating in the 
world, outside, possibly, of mush, 
the way she makes it.

_ “Would you like to know how 1 
make my mush,” she inquired, 
warming to the subject. “Well, 1 
mix some flour with my corn mea! 
(that makes it stick better) and 1 
put it with some water in my 
Dutch oven, and let it come to a 
boil. I mix in some milk, and stir 
it until it thickens, and then f put 
it in an oblong pan and let it set 
over night. . Next morning, it’s 
ready to be cut into thin strips and 
fried crisp.” 


“When the boys were at home 
we always grew our own corn, and 
made our own meal. We would 
put the corn grains in the oven 
and parch them before grinding.” 

Mrs. Eisenhower's oldest son, 
Arthur B. Eisenhower, was pres- 
ent during her discussion, and 
agreed that mush and “puddin’” 
were about the best dishes he had 
ever known,’ Arthur is a vice-pres- 
ident of the Commerce Trust Co.

Theater may be unsatisfactory in one or many details. It will 
not be argued that Flynn’s characterization of the heavyweight cham- 
pion of the Nineties is the equal of Paul Muni’s representation of 
Louis Pasteur, nor even that it contains more of Corbett than of 
Fiynn. It will be. said only that the picture “Gentleman Jim” is 
based on fact so far as Corbett’s ring career is concerned and that 
it is one of the liveliest, most delightful films of the season. : 

Actually, if one searches through the files for a picture of /§ 
Corbett at the time he won the title from John L. Sullivan, he will |} 
find a photograph of Gentleman Jim that looks enough like Flynn 
to be his stand-in. Mouth, chin, brow, cheeks and pompadour are 
the same and Corbett’s characteristic grin in other likenesses is not 
unlike the smile that wreathes Flynn’s kisser, But there is testimony 
on record that Corbett was not the brash fellow Flynn always 
appears to be on the screen, did not have the colossal ego he is 
here credited with, did not get into, nor was thrown out of the 
Olympic Club of San Francisco in the way described by the film 
at the Fox. 

To the average movie audience, in its joy over “Gentleman Jim,” 
the discrepancies will not be considerable. It gets a kick out of 
seeing the prizefight art emerge from bare-fist mauling to stuffed- 
glove science, It finds high hilarity in bouts that are raided by 
the police, in the glorified long underwear worn by the fighters, 
in fights that go 61 rounds and end in a draw. 


Under the skilled direction of Raoul Walsh, the ring scenes in 
“Gentleman Jim” are done with very great snap and speed and in 
an atmosphere of high tension. The title match with Sullivan, at 
New Orleans in 1892, is the climax of the story, necessarily, but is 
not the best sequence in the picture. Honors go, instead, to the 
famous “Battle of the Barge” that Corbett had with one of his 
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neighborhood rivals, Joe Choynski, while yet on his way up,

By his own admission, Corbett suffered more in this match 
than in all other fights of his career. The meeting was one 
of several between the two participants and had many of the 
characteristics bf a grudge fight, Since ring engagements in 
San Francisco were subject to police raids, as “Gentleman Jim” 
so emphatically points out, the sponsors picked a spot on the 
strait of Carquinez, an arm of San Francisco Bay, with a barge 
as the setting. 

Corbett wore two-ounce gloves but Choynski showed up 
without any at all. After some bickering, Corbett agreed to let 
his opponent wear a pair of buckskin gloves supplied by one 
of the customers. Here follows, in part, Corbett’s account of 
the battle: 

“I was not nearly so cut up as was Joe, but I did look like 
a zebra from the stripes which were caused by the seamed 
buckskin gloves. And with the terrific sun’s rays shining down 
en us (a night scene is used in the film), both my wounds and 
those I had inflicted on Choynski were extremely painful. 

“Before the battle was half over, some of the spectators 
were so sickened by the sight, that even those hard-boiled fans 
pulled away from the ringside for a while. The ring looked like 
a slaughter house and we fighters were no subjects for a beauty 
parade. Several times the referee wanted to halt the mill and 
call it a draw, but neither Joe nor I would stand for that.” 

The fight went 28 rounds to a knockout and Corbett, the 
winner,:heard the decision only to collapse himself. “The Battle 
of the Barge,” as shown in “Gentleman Jim,” is a colorful, thrill- 
ing fight and perhaps it is just as well the film doesn’t go into 
all the details. 


Witch Handy to Have Around 
When Running for Office 


NE of the best opportunities of the year is missed somewhat 
Q= week in “I Married a Witch,” the film at Loew’s Theater. 

While this comedy, directed by Rene Clair and starring Fredric 
March and Veronica Lake, is far from a waste of time, it has just 
enough fun to be tantalizing. 

The story, ascribed originally to Thorne Smith, has to do with 
the reappearance on earth of a couple of hex artists, several centuries 
after their evi] spirits have been imprisoned under the roots of an 
oak in New England. The lady witch, Miss Lake, takes quite a 
fancy to a young politician, March, who happens to be running for 
Governor and who also happens to be about to be married to a 
publisher’s daughter, Susan Hayward. Since the witch can poof 
and un-poof at will, she causes March many kinds of embarrassment. 


“I Married a Witch” has, therefore, many clever bits of comedy 
and satire. Pricéless is the remark of one of the witch-burners 
during a session of his favorite sport: “There will be a short inter- 
mission.” Almost equally good is the witch’s protest of her ancient 
lineage: “Ever hear of the decline and fall of the Roman Empire? 
‘That was our crowd.” And when she moves al] the Xs on the 
ballots opposing March, the witchcraft almost makes you homesick 
for the good old Fourth Ward, 

The film at Loew’s cannot be relied on always, however, to be 
fascinating. Much of it is pure slapstick and farce and the romance 
between Mareh and Miss Lake slows up the proceedings. 


And They Lived Happily Ever 
After—Or Words to That Effect 


When “Blanche Neige et les Sept Nains” flashes on the 
screen at the Art Theater these nights, it may seem that 
a French work of art has been brought forth. The film will 
be, however,* only Disney’s “Snow White and the Seven 
Dwaris,” unchanged except for dubbed-in and inserted French 
language. 

This foreign release styling requires that all spoken words 
be in French and that all printed matter be in that language. 
So Sneezy becomes Atchoum, Happy becomes Joyeux, Dopey 
is Simplet and so on. The ballads are sung in French, and 
with particular charm, The Wicked Queen, looking up a 
recipe for poisoned apple, finds it under “pomme empois- 

- sonnee,” which we have seen on a menu somewhere, and 
expensive, too. The huddiles of the amazed little men sound 
like a pre-war appeasers’ meeting and when an echo comes 
up from the wishing well, it is in French. And we will watch 
our wells from now on. 

The humor is the same in any language and Dopey still 
is completely captivating, whether using diamonds for eye- 
glasses, playing drums in a swing band, pillowing his -head at 
night on one squeaky feather or dodging scrub-brush and 
getting slapped into watering trough. 

It still seems a shame that the Prince has to take 
Snow White away from the dwarfs, when they love her so

‘Papa Is All’ 
To Show Life 
Of Quaint Folk 


UAINT customs and beliefs of 
Qe Pennsylvania Dutch will 

be set forth on the stage of the 
American Theater tomorrow night 
and through the week in the com- 
edy, “Papa Is All,” a Theater Guild 
production and the first of six 
Guild subscription plays for the 
season, The cast, headed by Jessie 
Royce Landis, includes Robert 
Keith, Audra Lindley, Dean: Har- 
ens, Helen Carew and Donald Ar- 
bury. 
The play had a successful run 
on Broadway last season and the 
people it depicts live and work 
only a few hours’ ride from Broad- 
way, although in a totally different 
world. Farmer folk who reside in 
the rich and peaceful valleys of 
Lancaster County, Pennsylvania, 
they rise with the sun, plow and 
pray and go to market, they marry 
young and raise huge families, who 
in turn plow and pray and go to 
market, as their fathers did before 
them, regardless of the changing 
world in which they live but in 
which they take no part.. 
The stricter sects among them 
don’t hold with such new-fangled 
inventions as movies, night clubs, 
theaters, automobiles or  store- 
clothes. Their plain black buggies 
(outsiders call them “cheese- 
boxes”) are devoid of such frivo- 
lous items as running boards, tas- 
sels, curtains—except the plain 
black shades they draw whenever 
they drive into town—and their 
own clothes are as devoid of orna- 
ment as their buggies. 
Patterson Greene, “Papa’s” au- 
thor, moseyed down into the Penn- 
sylvania Dutch country before 
writing the play; made friends 
with the hard-working farmer folk 
and learned their language, cus- 
toms and the curiously old-world 
pattern of their lives. The char- 
acters in “Papa Is All” were for 
the most part taken directly from 
real life. Papa and Emma, the 
rebellious daughter of Papa's 
household, were drawn from two 


definite Pennsylvania Dutch peo- 


ple. Papa himself is a fire-breath- 
ing, Bible-quoting terror whose pet 
hobby is scaring the rest of the 
family out of their collective wits 
by prating constantly of sin: sin 
to Papa being anything from 
party line telephones to driving 
Ford cars. 

Mama, played by Miss Landis, 
has been browbeaten for so long 
she’s despaired of asserting her- 
self—until she believes “Papa 
AINT!” as she puts it; and with 
Papa out of the way—she thinks— 
the millennium has arrived and she 
goes and gets herself that miracle 
of miracles, a party-line telephone.

Huberman Returns, 
After 21 Years, as

brated Polish violinist, Bronis- 
law Huberman, will return in reg- 
ulat concerts of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra on Friday after- 
noon and Saturday night at the 
Opera House. 


Huberman will play the Brahms 
concerto with the orchestra.

The parsnip happens to have 
much of its carbohydrates in the 
form of sugar, which is why it 
tastes so particularly good when 
pan-fried in butter rather than 
just buttered; frying carmelizes 
some of that sugar and—but why 
not try pan-fried parsnips tonight, 
and find out all over again how 
good they can be? 

Pan-Fried Parsnips. 

Choose five medium-sized firm 
parsnips. Scrub and scrape to re- 
move any blemishes or discolora- 
tions. Place in a saucepan, add 
boiling water to cover, and one 
tablespoon salt for each quart 
water. Cover and boil until pars- 
nips are tender, or about 30 min- 
utes, depending on size and tender- 
ness. Drain thoroughly, let cool 
and slice lengthwise in one-eighth 
inch slices.

It was a plan of the campaign, 


to the army, a detailed blueprint 
of preparation for the war that 
Von Moltke regarded ag inevitable, 
There are those who say that the 
Franco-Prussian War of three- 
quarters of a century ago was 
started, fought and won when the 
third drawer on the left was 
opened. 

In any event, Napoleon ITI, who 
on July 19, 1870, had telegraphed to 
Berlin his declaration of hostilities, 
six weeks later surrendered as a 
prisoner of war, together with the 
entire French Army. 


Now, we remember reading some 
years ago a lot about “M-Day’— 
“M” standing for mobilization— 
how we were anticipating some 
sort of global trouble and making 
ourselves safe against it. 


Everything was in readiness— 
minute plans which embraced ma- 
neuvers, regulation of industry, la- 
bor, production and distribution of 
food and the like—all carefully 
locked up—if not in a third drawer 
on the left at least, carefully locked 
up; something seemg to have hap- 
pened to the key. .

On the morning of June 9, a 
convoy of 25 British ships passed 
south of “Crete on their way to 
Egypt. Col. Mandakas’ men, on 
the high interior plateau of the 
White Mountains, spotted them 
easily. On the same morning, 
the Nazis happened to be practic- 
ing parachute landings, The Cre- 
tans put two and two together and 
got five—they decided that the 
British were attempting to recap- 
ture the island. Two big. raids 
swooped down on the German 
airdromes at Heraklion and Ma-. 
leme. More than 300 Germans 
were killed, many planes destroyed 
and one hangar burned to the 
ground, , : 

The guerrillas discovered their 
mistake in time and/got away with 
only a few casualties. But on June 
14 the Nazis took their revenge on 


the citizens of the two towns. 
Uprising. 

In command of the Greeks in 
the northeast is Maj. Duras, 
known as the “Old Man.” He 
fought in the Balkan wars of 
1912-18, in the first World War, 
and in 1940. Although no definite 
information has been received, it 
is thought to be his men who have 
established contact with Gen. Mik- 
hailovitch, Only a few weeks ago, 
the Greeks and Serbs disclosed to 
the Bulgars a German plan for 
sending 10 Bulgar divisions to the 
Russian front, in return for which 
Bulgaria was to annex Salonika, 
its coveted outlet on the Aegean 
Sea. Bulgar insurgents joined in 
an uprising that overran Eastern 
Macedonia, Western Thrace, and 
some Bulgar territory. Many de- 
sertions from the Bulgar army are 
said to have resulted.,. 

Young Capt. Leonidas Pappas 
leads a band of 300 men in the 
Giona area, near Thermopylae. 
Their special task is to keep the 
Athens-Salonika Railway from op- 
erating. This line could be an im- 
portant link in the Axis supply 
line to Marshal Rommel in Egypt. 
But Capt. Pappas manages to 
cause enough derailments to keep 
the trains from running more than 
a few days at atime. Greeks like 
to point out that it was another 
Leonidas with 300 men who held 
back the Persian hordes at Ther- 
mopylae—2300 years ago. Capt. 
Pappas saw his first service in 
1940 as a second lieutenant. 

Another band in the same re- 
gion is led by Father Papanikolas 
—a priest whose military career 
did not begin until after the Axis 
occupation. His group is said to 
contain 3000 men, and the Italians 
have put a price on his head. 

Other leaders, many of them un- 
known here, are operating else- 
where in Greece. Some of them 
fought in the army of Gen. Con- 
stantin Tsolacoglu, who surren- 
dered to the Nazis on condition 
that the Italians not be permitted 
to share in the occupation, The 
Nazis broke that promise, like so 
many others, but they have made 
Gen. Tsolacoglu Prime Minister of 
their puppet government. The 
Italians favor George Kotzaman- 
nis, an unimportant politician 
whom they have named Minister 
of Public Economy.

NEW DELHI. — The funny

barracks here, but the old man is 
complaining that business is not so 
o0d as when the Yankee sahibs 
rst arrived several months ago. 
The snake charmer, performing 
bears, bullock carts, camels and 
nautch dancers are old stuff now 
to most of the American enlist 
men here. They are finding diveér- 
sion in other ways. Some have 
become amateur connoisseurs of 
gems. In almost any jewelry store 
in India you will find John Jones, 
private first class, or his counter- 
part, lovingly inspecting trays of 
rubies, emeralds and sapphires, or 


'%». haggling over the price of a ring 
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or bracelet for his girl back home. 
Americans Learn to Bargain. 

The Americans were suckers for 
anything when they first came, but 
now they know that in India the 
first price is never the last price. 
Some of them have learned to bar- 
gain with the skill of a Bagdad 
rug merchant. 

Existence for these American 
boys is shaking down to a routine 
and most of them are ready to ad- 
mit, after registering their usual. 
beefs about the heat and the dearth 
of beautiful women, that life in 
India is not too bad. —~ 

New barracks, new comforts and 
new forms of entertainment are 
making their transplanted exist- 
ence more tolerable. Letters from 
home are coming through in big- 
ger volume and better speed, often 
in less than a month. But there 
still are not enough of them. 

Last week’s biggest event, next to 
the arrival of a fresh batch of mail, 
was the first appearance of the 
weekly, eight-page soldiers’ news- 
paper, whose editor, Capt. Fred- 
erick Eldridge, used to write police 
and court news for the Los Angeles 
Times. “Our curiosity concerning 
politics back home, and about such 
American events as the marriage 
of Gypsy Rose Lee will be un- 
quenchable,” said Eldridge in his 
inaugural editorial. The newspa- 
per will be flown to all points in 
India, China and Burma where 
American forces are stationed or 
operating. 

New Quarters for Enlisted Men. 

First Lieut. Charles Holmes of 
New York showed me through the 
new quarters for enlisted men, 
erected in record time by a ver- 
itable army of laborers—men, 
, women and children. Despite the 
/ weight of their flowing red gar- 
ments and encrustation of silver 
anklets, bracelets, toe-rings and 
nose-rings, dusky women managed 
to carry heavy loads of bricks 
neatly pyramided atop their heads. 


The result of their mass labor is. 


a collection of elongated, airy bun- 
galows lined with beds where men 
sleep between sheets and under 
overhead fans. One Indian servant 
—they call them “bearers” here— 
is assigned to each 10 men to make 
beds, sweep the floors and polish

| shoes, After all, it’s not. such a 
hard life. But then, the war hasn't 
really started yet. | 
To save precious shipping space, 
the American forces in India are 


country, but if you think this 
means that the men are starving, 
take a look at the menu for Sun- 


dining-room: Breakfast—Bananas, 
stewed raisins, fresh milk, cereal, 
French toast, jams and syrup, fried 
ham, bread and butter, coffee. 
Lunch—Roast beef, mashed pota- 
toes, candied carrots, boiled beans, 
spinach, sliced cucumbers, onions, 
rice custard, milk, limeade, Supper 
—Swiss steak, baked potatoes, egg- 
plant, cabbage, applesauce, candies, 
bread and butter and milk. The: 
food is served cafeteria style and 
you can have all you can eat. 

Capt. John Caughmap of Lexing- 
ton, N. C., who is in charge of this 
end of things, and his Mess Ser- 
geant, Harold Elliot of Dodge City, 
Kan., told me that 95 per cent of 
the food served comes from the 
neighboring countryside. Milk is 
pasteurized, and fresh fruits and 
vegetables are given a permanga- 
nate of potash bath. The health 
record of the men is not quite so 
high as it would be in America or 
Britain, but the majority ‘of. the 
ailments are mild ones. Malaria 
is somewhat of a problem, but it 
is kept down by requiring all the 
men to sleep under mosquito nets. 

: Amusements, 

The American boys put in seven 
hours of work daily and the rest ot 
the time is their own to do with as 
they please. The town has half a 
dozen movie houses which the 
Yanks have learned to call cine- 
mas, most of which show Ameri- 
can films. Dance emporiums are 
not lacking. Those who wish to 
stick around the barracks can play 
baseball, table tennis or volley- 
ball. There is a big recreation 
room and canteen where the men 
may spend their spare rupees on 
Florida fruit juice, cigarettes and 
a very limited assortment of other 
United States products. Classes in 
Hindustani had to be dropped for 
lack of interest, but some of the 
men are studying the language on 
their own. 

Every so often the Viceroy of 
India invites a group of 20 Ameri- 
can enlisted men up to his palatial 
residence for a dip in his private 
pool. The lucky ones are selected 
by lot, ee 

This story wouldn’t be complete 
without mention of a brown- 
skinned youngster in uniform 
whom visitors often see dashing 
about the barracks, playing with 
the men and generally behaving as 
if he owned the place. That’s Harry 
Peach, -an Anglo-Indian child who 
has been adopted as a sort of mas- 
cot. As Harry speaks English and 
Hindustani with equal fluency, he 
is useful as unofficial translator for 
the men when they are putting 
over a big deal with a souvenir 
peddler or a tonga driver. A tonga 
driver, if you don’t know, is one of 
those bearded rascals who drive 
the decrepit two-wheeled carts 
which are almost the only means 
of low-priced transportation in this 


city’s vast distances.

“Civilian Defense Camouflage,”

. city Art Museum in Forest Park 


for a showing which will continue 
through Dec. 8, 

The display fills the walls of two 
rooms in the east wing of the mu- 
seum. The coherently arranged set 
of photographs, charts, models and 
colored pictures takes the visitor 
from the problems and solutions 
as found in nature, through the 
relatively crude examples from the 
World War, up to the complex de- 
vices of the art in its latest war- 
time developments, 

Concealment and disguise of vi- 
tal civil propertis, strategic cities, 
and war products industries from 
the eye of the enemy bombardier 
and the camera of the observer is 
the problem. Color, relief, texture, 
shadows, mass and contour’ by 
which the eye recognizes objects 
are met in devious ways with 
camouflage by deception, shadow- 
ing, coloring and covering. 

Any device which delays recogni- 
tion on the part of ‘the enemy 
bombardier is considered success- 
ful, but all are relatively ineffec- 
tive against the camera eye with 
its infra-red and color film, and 
stereographic pictures. The latter

On the west, United States troops 
of a large expeditionary force, landed on Atlantic and Medi- 
terranean coasts of French North African possessions, were 
pus ee eastward from quickly established bases in Algeria 
to block the Nazi line of retreat. To the south of Libya, in 
French atorial Africa, were the Fighting French of Gen- 
eral De e. To the north, British and American war- 
ships and warplanes were patrolling the Mediterranean to 
cut off reinforcements for Rommel or escape of his men by 
sea. The Allies were trying to annihilate or capture Rom- 
mel's entire army, and so leave the Axis no foothold on 
Africa's Mediterranean coast. Success in that effort, and in 
securing control of Morocco, Algeria and Tunisia by defeat 
of Vichy's forces in those countries or collaboration with 
them, would enable the United Nations to use the Mediter- 
ranean supply route again, and would put the Allies in ad- 
vantageous position for an invasion of Southern Europe.
